manufacturing purposes will hand hone street-sprink- 
ling be permitted. From and after January 1st. 1865, all 
premises having hose attachments for strcet-spriukliug 
only will be 'assessed ut the established rates for all pur- 
poses lor which water can be made available oil the 
premises from the street-sprinkler or hose attachment. 

22. Privii.p.ukm er Water Conbumrrs.— W ater con- 
sumers aro not gaarantccd a specific quantity (except 
where metres are used) of water for any purpose what- 
ever, but simply an ample quantity for the purpose* 
named iu the permit: and all other uses the water is ap- 

? lied to is in cfirect fi liation of the agreement made be- 
ween the Water Company and the consumer at the 
time of granting the permit, and therefore subject to all 
reasonable penalties which the Water Company limy seo 
proper to ipapoea.

Tor.Ari o Convention. — 4 convention of per- 
sons interested and engaged in the tobacco 
trade in its various forms was held at the Cooper 
Institute, in New York, last week, for the pur- 
pose of adopting a general plan of action rela- 
tive to the tux on the weed. Delegations were 
present from all the large cities, embracing 
those engaged in both Ike wholesale and retail 
trade. A committee on permanent organiza- 
tion was app.inted, of which Mr. George Henrv 
Sweetzer, of Massachusetts, was on», and while 
that committee were out the convention wa. 
addressed by rion. James Gallagher, of Connec- 
ticut. lie spoke atronglv in favor of having the 
tax placed entirely ypon the leaf. He knew 
that there was no pers.n in the convention who 
did not love the American (lag above all others, 
and who was disposed to pay his just proportion 
of the tax. War was the ca.se of the great 
taxation which is now upon us. This, of course, 
must be met in the most liberal and pa- 
triotic spirit. Yet taxation ahonld fall 
equally upon all. The people should be 
taxed according to the property they have, 
or the amount of manufactures they pro- 
duce. It was not just to impose upon any 
particular class or classes the largest burden of 
taxation. The tobacco dealers do not propose 
to shirk their duty to the Goyernment, but they 
emphatically demand that the tax be laid upon 
the raw material. He did not propose to scold 
Congress. It was an uneducated Congress, be- 
cause its members were very ignorant of the to- 
bacco trade, and could not therefore understand 
exactly how to apply the tax. The effect of the 
law has been to close up many establishments, 
thus depriving the Government of many sources 
of revenue. He believed that as soon as the 
matter was fairly placed before Congress the 
desired alteration in thgjaw would be promptly 
made. 

After some remarks by Mr. IVoodruff, the 
Committee on Permanent Organization reported 
for President, ffm. E. Lawrence, of the firm of 
A. H. Mickle A Lowe, of New York, assisted by 
Vice-Presidents from the various States. 

Mr. Edward Burke read a lengthy report in 
fav.r of having the tax placed exclusively upon 
leaf tobacco, which will be printed for presenta- 
tion to Congress. The report opens with an 
elaborate review of the disabilities under which 
the trade is laboring from the onerous and bur- 
densome character of the tax law as applied to 
this particular trade. It also refers to the indif- 
ference manifested by members of Congress to 
the opinions of men who have been 'to 'Wash- 
ington from tine to time to consult with them 
as to the manner of levying the tax, and claims 
that, when men capable of assisting them in their 
labors wait npop them and speak in behalf of 
interests involving millions of dollars, they 
should not only be listened to, but their sugges- 
tions should be properly regarded. It is also 
claimed that if these suggestions had been 
heeded, the tax law would not be a cause of com- 
plaint by tire tobacco trade. If the law contin- 
ues iu its present form two years longer, it must 
necessarily compel all honest manufacturers to 
give up (heir business or undertake to evade 
the law and swindle the 6overnment, which it 
is not proposed to do in anv event. It is 
claimed that, if the tax were applied exclusively 
to the leaf, all classes of dealers would pay their 
just proportion of the tax, aud the Government 
would derive double the amount ef revenue pos- 
sible or attainable by any other mode. The re- 
port discusses tho law at length, and states that, 
with the close of the year 18it:'>, there were few 
low-priced cigars made in the country; the tax 
of 1 8(12, low as it was, and other combinations 
having rendered, a few months after iu incep- 
tion, their value unprofitable — 1!0 per thou- 
sand being the cheapest grades \>f their own 
make in the hands of regular manufactur- 
ers. The appreciation of labor and stock lry 
March, 18GI, was such that the same grade sold 
at from $10 to $00 per thousand wholesale, and 
could not he well sold for less than $ 10 . When , 
accordingly, on the first of July last, $20 and 
$10 Ux was added, it can be readily seen how 
deleteriously the . trade must be affected. It 
carried this grade of cigars up to *05 and $S5 
per thousand. This also might have been borne 
but for two contingencies, which were adverse. 
If there had been inferior grades of tobacco 
which manufacturers could have fallen back 
upon, or if all business were done at wholesale, 
it would have made no Important difference 
whether the grade in question ruled at $00 or 
$100 per thousand. 

The report presents some interesting statistics 
relative to the exportation, consumption, and 
manufacture of tobacco. The returns to the 
Agricultural Bureau for 1802 were 280,008,000 
pounds as the growth of that year, and for the 
year 1863, 207,302,770. The first ten months, 
commencing September 1, 1862, of the fiscal 
y ear ending June 30, I860, brought a revenue of 
$3,000,028 38 from manufacturers of tobacco. 
These sources for the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1864, yielded a revenue of $8,583,043 77, de- 
rive) in the following order:

The totul number of pounds of tobacco man- 
ufactured was 63)372,426, which, including 
1,204,671 pounds of snuff, is equal to 79,323,538 
pound* of leaf tobacco. The total number of 
cigars returned was 492,780,700, consuming in 
their manufacture 12,319,517 pounds of leaf, 
which, added to the previous amount, makes a 
grand total of 91,542,055 pounds of leaf tobacco 
consumed during the year. At 25 cents per 
pound, this amount "would have yielded *22,- 
885; 513 against $8,583,043 77, the amount ac- 
tually received, a difference in favor of the Gov- 
ernment oi $14,302,469 23. If the total manu- 
factures of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1865, 
are as great as during the preceding year, the 
amount of revenue realized therefrom at present 
rates of taxation and assessments will amount 
to $27,574,514 41. For this amount of manu- 
factures 91,542,055 pounds of leaf tobacco will 
he required, which, at 25 cents per pound, 
would )kld $22,885,513 revenue, a difference in 
favor ot the present system of only about 
$4,500,000. It is evident that not more 
than one-half of the manufactures of last 
year cau he returned during the present fis- 
cal year at these rates; therefore the revenue 
will fall below $20,000,000. It is equally evi- 
dent that the country requires a larger manu- 
facture than that of last year, and therefore, if 
the tax were applied to the leaf, the revenue 
would exceed the amount given above, namely, 
$22,885,513, because the trade would not then 
labor under the disadvantage of the restrictions 
placed upon them by the law. By placing the 
tax exclusively on leaf tobacco all evasions will 
he prevented and every ponud of tobacco will 
be accounted for and will produce its first pro- 
portion of the tax. In 1862 the exports of 
manufactured tobacco were 4,071,963 pounds, 
and in 1863 they were 7,025,248 pounds, of 
which from four to five thousand packages were 
ol' Canadian manufacture, the drawback upon 
which, under the system proposed, would be 
about $2,000,000. 

I he report proposes to have the producer ob- 
tain a permit from the District to plant tobacco 
and make returns to him of the amount raised. 
When the stock is 6old it is to pass through the 
bonded warehouse under the usual regulations, 
as by this system both the speculator and pro- 
ducer will be exempted from the payment of the 
tax, as it will not have to be paid until the 
tobacco is withdrawn from the warehouse by the 
manufacturer. The report concludes by urging 
Congress to alter the law to conform to the 
suggestion therein presented. 

Raid into Randolph County, Va.— Last 
week a small party of Confederates made a 
raid into Randolph county, Va., and, near the 
town of New Interest, |hey captured two or 
three Federal soldiers, a 6iuall wagou train, and 
eighteen horses. Four wagons, loaded with 
hay, were destroyed by the raiders, aud they 
left for Dixie. 

The oonpecration of the Rev. Thomas 
Hubbard Vail, D. D., to the office of a Bishop, 
lor the Diocese of Kansas, is appointed at Trin- 
ity Church, Muscatine, Iowa, on Thursday next. 
It is the first congecration of an Episcopal Bish- 
op west of the Mississippi river. 



The Storm. — The Buffalo Courier of Tuesday 
says; “The storm of Sunday and Sunday night 
was particularly severe upon those who reside 
upon the flats, the water rising to an unusual 
height, overflowing many houses, carrying 
away large quantities of wood, and embarrassing 
the people in a variety of ways. The night was 
a terrible one iu which to combat the rising 
waters, and the suffering among a number of 
families must have been very great. The Niag- 
ara Falls Railroad track was eo imbedded in ice 
that the regular morning trains for the Falls 
and Suspension Bridge had to receive their pas- 
sengers at Black Rock. A large force was set 
to work, and the obstructions, which extended 
from near the depot to the round-house, were so 
far removed as to allow trains to pass over the 
road last evening. 

Robbery and Murder. — On Saturday, the 
3d inst., John Bartley was robbed of $10 and a 
gold watch, Wm. Harrison of a gold watch, a 
fine horse, and $10, Wm. Bartley of $180, some 
ten miles uoithwest of Fulton, Mo., by six 
armed men, wearing Federal overall overcoats. 
These gentlemen left home that morning for 
the purpose of looking after some mules, where 
they were overtaken and unceremoniously 
robbed by a band of rebel thieves and mur- 
derers. On Saturday evening thatsameband of 
desperadoes hung two negro men, near Millers- 
burg, in Callaway county. Oue of them be- 
longed to Dr. Young, of Columbia, and the 
other to General John H. Curd, of Fulton.

S. Palmer has assumed command of the West- 
ern Gulf Blockading Squadron. Our best wishea 
remain with the gallant Commodore, aud ac- 
company the brave old Admiral. We under- 
stand a salute will be fired to-day in honor 
Commodore Palmer’s assumption of his impor- 
tant poet. 

Major-General Canty . — This distinguished of- 
ficer is rapidly recovering from his unfortunate 
wound, lie is now able to leave his room, with 
the assistance of a crutch. His mind has been 
constantly employed in the direction of his De- 
partment, and, with the aid of his most capable 
Staff, at the head of which is that able officer, 
Colonel Christensen, it has gone on well and 
smoothly. Major-General Hurlbut, command- 
ing Department of the Gulf, has also been with 
General Canbv every day, giving increased as. 
surance that the conduct of military affairs in 
this quarter has not suffered during the illness 
of the General. Iu a few weeks, at furthest, we 
are glad to be able to announce, our honored 
Commander of the Military Division of West 
Mississippi will be at his headquarters, as for- 
merly. 

The arrival here of Mrs. Canbv about the 
time the General received his dangerous wound, 
was a most fortunate occurrence, ner assidu- 
ous and unremitting care, aided 'by the best 
medical attention, has contributed immeasur- 
ably to the fortunate recovery of her husband— 
a recovery which' will be bailed with delight by 
every one who honor* true worth and noble 
soldierly bearing. 

The Era says: 

The Ten Thousand Dollar Gold Case . — Nearly 
a year ago, Edward J. Gay shipped $10,009 iu 
American gold from Now Orleans to Plaque- 
mine, La., which money was seized by G. W. 
Brown, a revenue aid at New Orleans, on the 
ground that the shipment was contrary to law, 
and the money liable to be for felted* to the Gov- 
ernment, under the acts of Congress of July 13, 
1861, and May 20, 1862, prohibiting the ship- 
ment of gold to the insurrectionary districts. 
Tire case was submitted to the United States 
District Court, and flic money declared for- 
feited on the 6th of February, isoi. Mr. Gay 
appealed to the Secretary of the Treasury for a 
i emission of the forfeiture, and yesterday Sec- 
retary Fessenden’s letter was presented in the 
court, declining to grant the remission. So the 
$10,000 is lost to Mr. Gay, and goes one-half to 
his Uncle Samuel, one-fourth to Collector How- 
ard, aud one- fourth to Brown, the informer. 
The expenses of the suit, however, amounting 
to two or three hundred dollars, are to be de- 
ducted, but the transaction is a very snug one 
for the operators. Howard and Brown pocket 
over $5,000 each in greenbacks, and the Gov- 
ernment getsovei *10,000. 

The Memphis Democrat of Wednesday 
last 6ays: 

The Mollie Able arrived at our port this morn- 
ing, bringing as passengers, Maj.-Gcn. Dana, 
with his wife and daughter, and staff officers. 

We are Informed that Maj.-Gcn. Dana, by an 
expedition from Vicksburg, has destroyed the 
Mississippi Central railroad for thirty miles 
above the Big Black crossing, including the 
long bridge at that place. The enemr’ was 
found in force, but the work was thorough! v 
done, and the troops returned to Vicksburg 
with a loss of about five killed, fifteen wounded, 
and twenty-six missing. The loss was chictlv 
sustained by the 2d Wisconsin cavalry, of which 
the commanding officer, Maj. Date, was severe- 
ly wounded. About $33,000 worth of rebel 
property was destroyed, together with 22,000 
bales of Confederate cotton burnt. The expe- 
dition was a complete success. Col. Nod As- 
band commanded the cavalry forces. 

All is reported quiet on the lower Mississippi.

Commonwealth vs. Jenninps— Mason Circnit. 

The Indictment ap* hint Jenninsrs, charged that, on a 
specified day in 1*64, lie “unlawfully %urv and sold spir- 
ituous liquor* to Sampson, a slave oi Leonard Anderson, 
f which slave* whs not under the control of the said Je:i- 
ninp*), without * written order of the said Auderson.

service for the time being of said slave.” 

The Circuit Judge sustained h demurrer to the indict. 
inonLfroni which judgment the Commonwealth appealed. 

This mint, .Indue Robertson delivering the opinion, 
decided that the indictment wa ^Huflieiont under existing 
laws. The court w»| of tho opinion tint the alley \tio:i 
in the indictment, thrt the appellee Ind not the “control” 
of the slave. Is suhstHntlally Ine name as i.n alh- ’ntinu 
that he kd not “the rlghtlhl custody and care” of him, 
ss th.ese word* are employed In the 41h bee., art. 3, chan. 
93 of the Revised Statutes. 

Judgment reversed. 

Commonwealth vs. Mary W. Smith— Warren Circuit. 
The Trustee* of Bowlin? Green, by their charter of 
1*56. had the “exclusive ritrht to regulate the sale of spir- 
ituous liquors t rithtn said town, and also the l icht to 
tax end the exclusive right to license taverns, drc- in 
said town.” The l*t section of an act of 1851 requires 
also, the payment to the State of a tax not exceeding 
$10 on every license to keep a tavern; and the :;d section, 
n ti x not exceeding .$25 on every license to soli spirituous 
liquor* granted by authorized municipalities. And the 
3d section of an act of 1854 provides that no municipal 
license to retail liquor granted “before the Revised 
Statutes went into effect,” shall authorize such Bale until 
the t*T to the Slate shall have been duly paid. 

The trustee* of Howling Green licensed the appellee 
to keep h bn ei u and also to retail spiritous liquor* there- 
in “in the town of Bowling Green.’’ and charged and 
rocived from her $20 fer her tavern lle-uise and $150 for 
her liquor license.

THE CAPTURE OF PLYMOUTH, N. C. 
U. S. Sj-kamkr Wyai.i sing, opf Plymocth,1_ 
North Carolina, Not. 8, 1861. j' 

I had intended to bare written before now, 
and giren you ns account of the capture of this 
place, ns I thought you roi^lit like to hear how 
well the WvalnstDg did her duty in the opera- 
tions preceding the attack and in the attack 
itself. At 11:10, on the morning of the 29th of 
October, the tleet got under wn_v, in obedience 
to a signal made by the flag-ship, and proceeded 
np the Roanoke toward Plymouth. When the 
leading boat got within two mile* of She tewn 
it opened on a battery commanding the ap- 
proach by the river, which at once replied. 
One by one our ships commenced firing as they 
came is range, and soon the action became gen- 
oral. Matters went well until the foremost boat 
approached within a mile of the town, when ob- 
structions were discorered which it was found 
impossible to pass. 

Bo close did this boat go to the obstructions 
that at oue time it was directly over a torpedo, 
which, howerer, was not exploded. The per- 
son who held the wire doubtless intended to 
wait until a double- ender should get over his 
infernal machine, to which intention, no doubt, 
Is due to the boat’sescape from being blowu up- 
On discerning that any attempt to pass the 
obstructions would be attended by a useless 
waste of life, the Flag-Officer gave the com- 
mand to retire, whisli was obeyed reluctant!* 
(at least I speak for the Wvalusing). We re- 
treated down tlreriTcr aud anchored in our old 
position, opposite its mouth. Thus ended my 
first experience of being under tire. It was final- 
ly, after some delay, determined to proceed up 
Middle river, a stream which runsinto the Roan- 
oke, above Plymouth, and attack the place iu 
the rear# The uext day the fleet was got tinder 
way and stood up Middle river in the follow- 
ing order: First went the Shamrock, 6he being 
the liag-ship; then followed in order of seniority 
the other “double-endors,” ‘Otsego, Wyalu- 
sing. and Tacony; the Commodore Hull, a 
smaller boat, brought up the rear. For a long 
distance Middle river runs within two and a half 
miles of Plymouth. As we proceeded ^pngtlds 
reach we poured shell into the town as fast as 
our 100-pounder Parrotts could be fired. Until 
then I hah no idea of the terror that must be 
caused to the inhabitants of a bombarded town; 
but the doings of t lie next day, Monday, in- 
spired roe w ith still greater respect for our loud- 
mouthed dogs of war. That afternoon at 0 
o’clock we came out of Middle river into the 
Roanoke, anchored in line of battle and began 
preparing for the work of the ensuing morniug. 
Shortly after dark the squadron moved a short 
distance down the river and shelled the town 
for upwards of half an hour. I cannot describe 
to you the beauty of tbe scene as it appeared to 
me. The water was lit up, as if by magic, and 
I could liearthe shell rushing on its deadly mis- 
sion, until it burst, dealing destruction all 
around. 

The sun rose beautifully on the morning of 
Oct. Hist, and his rays beamed with a smile 
that seemed to promise victory to our arms. 
At 11 A. M. the flag-ship got uuder way and 
stood down the river toward Plymouth, 
the Commodore Hull this time leading the 
w av. Each vessel maintained a grim silence 
until it had passed through some obstructions 
placed a mile above tbe town, when each one 
opened, with all the guns that could be 
brought to bear. Witbin naif an hour from 
the time the licet started nearly fifty guns 
w ere hurling shot and shell into the forts de- 
tending the town. At first they replied briskly, 
and the action was very spirited. But the iron 
hail from the gunboats was more than men 
could stand, no matter how braTe they were, 
and soon the rebels commenced trusting to 
what after all seems their main dependence — 
their heels. Shortly alter the action began, a 
tremendous explosion was heard and a column 
ol dense smoke was obseryed to rise slowly in 
the air. All held their breath in intense anxi- 
etv, for it was feared that the Hull had been 
blown up bv a torpedo. Slowly the smoke 
cleared away, and as it drifted off' the galiaut 
little boat w ; as seen firing away as though pos- 
sessed by a demon of destruction. The explo- 
sion was caused bv the bursting of a shell from 
tiie Shamrock, iii the magazine of the rebel 
Ram. This event disheartened the relief . and 
they began to retreat along the main road iead- 
iug'to Washington, North Carolina. This road 
was commanded by the Wyalusing and as 
the retreating rebels poured along it we threw 
round after round of grape and canister among 
tl cm w ith lean ul execution. Indeed the fire 
was so liot that they took to their lieels inter- 
ior, casting away muskets, blankets, canteens, 
and in fact everything that c-mld po-dtily en- 
cumber their flight. Going into a tort, I saw a 
voung man who had been killed by our fire. He 
seemed not to be tw enty xears old. Our sailors 
wrapped him in a blanket, dug a hole in the 
sand, and covered him over. Such has been the 
late of many another poor fellow, aud God only 
knows how manv more are destined to under- 
go the same operation before tills war ends. 
During the greater part of the action our Cap- 
tain stood on the paddle-box watchingthe effect 
»f the ulitlH and direeetlug the lire ot' the guus. 
It is a very good thing to be a brave man. but I 
think that, if any sharp-shooters had been 
around, be could not have selected a better po- 
sition in which to attract their attention. I 
mink the Wyalusing closed the action by firing 
the last shot. I do not wish to be thought a 
boaster, but I think this vessel d.d more harm 
to the rebels than any other ship. We had their 
range perfectly, and almost every shot told.

Department ok South 

Fort Morgan, Nov. 3*', 1*61. f 

A remarkable stillness exists every where, not 
only in tikis Department but iu tbe Department 
ot West Florida, and also iu Mobile Bay. Is it 
not tbe calm before the Ptorm? 

Tbe nearest reported rebel force to this point 
is i-aid to be at Fish river, fifteen miles up the 
Mobile Bay. Even this is nothing more than an 
advance outpost. They remain very quiet on 
the defensive. 

Wit lit he exception of an occasional shot from 
tbe rebel batteries ut our gunboats, usually to 
pet vanpe in either case, nothing of importance 
has transpired within the past week. 

A new rebel ram bas come down the Tomblg- 
bee river, and is now at Selma, having her 
armor and plating: put on. She is reported to 
he a \$rv formidable engine of war, after the 
pattern and style of the ram Tennessee, cap- 
tured by us during the Fort Morgan bombard- 
ment. "She is expected to arrive in Mobile at 
an early date. There are said to be seven rams 
and gunboats inside tbe obstructions, besides 
some water batteries. 

The obstructions are of a very strong and al- 
most impassable nature, with large piles driven 
into tbe earth some eight feet beneath the 
water, torpedoes in abundance, and numerous 
sunken vessels. It will require skill and daring 
to overcome these rebel means of defence. But 
the gallant tors who reduced the c tron^Uolda of 
Fort Morgan and Fort Gaines will also humil- 
iate the dciiant enemy now secure in his iuner 
works. 

That our gallant heroes are ready for an at- 
tack when tbe order is issued is apparent. The 
health and spirits of the men are excellent; and, 
v.ith tried and skilful officers, they will enter 
into their work with a determination that ever 
conquers. 

It is said that there arc no less than four or 
five block adc-runners at Mobile, all laden with 
cotton, and eagerly awaiting the chance to 
escape. 

The greatest harmony, I am happy to state, 
prevails between the army and naval forces in 
this Department, and in every movement and 
action unity exists. This is as it should be. We 
must, have n unity of feeling and a spirit of co- 
op fiat ion if we would succeed. 

Business in Government departments is very 
bri.-k. Quarnernweter&’bulkllnga, docks, aud oth- 
er necessary buildings arc being erected. There 
are no idle hands here. Every min has his 
place, and every place its man. Colonel Ber- 
tram, of the 2ftth Wisconsin, commanding the 
post, is a go-a-head, active commander. 

The health of t he troops iu this department Is 
good. Some cases of scurvy appeared in the 
i d 1 1 v summer, but they have almost disappeared. 

We ore having delightful weather, balmy and 
fragrant as the kiss of first love. I know this is 
“ naughty expression, expressive of that intense 
gratitude which scarcely ever thrills the ner- 
>oti6 system o f prosy old gentlemen like myself.

Pangor Whig has the following account of the 
outbreak at the Maine State Prison, by which 
William Collin 2 , the lingleader of the Calais 
bank raiders, made his escape: 

Just after the “l inging-up” bell, five convicts, 
viz: William Collins (one of the Calais bank- 
raiders), Thompson (in for twenty years). Cal- 
vin Smith (rive years to stay), William Merritt 
and William Devine (each less than one year to 
stay), f tar ted out of the carriage-shop, ran to 
one of the guard-posts, and commenced throw- 
ing stones and brickbats, tkc , at the guard, Mr. 
Thompson, hitting him in the face a severe 
blow from tbe first volley, which they followed 
up rapidly, and at the same time threw a flight 
of steps, which they tore away from the shoe- 
rtiop, up against the wall and went oven 
The guard fired three rifles at them without 
effect, owing to his inability to get deliberate 
aim, so rapid was the tlriug of stones by the 
raiders. Other officers went to his assistance 
immediately, and the consequence was that 
Smith was taken, after being seriously wounded 
or, tbe bead from blows inflicted by rifles. The 
others ran to the river near by, and taking off 
shoes and jackets, three of them attempted to 
swim across. Merritt was drowned in the river. 
Colli ds ami Devine got across, but Deviue was 
so chilled that he felt obliged to go into a house 
to get warm, and there he was detained by the 
public-spirited lady thereof until the officers in 
pursuit were informed of his whereabouts, aud 
arrested him. Thompson was taken on this 
side of the river, secreted in a limekiln. Dili- 
gent search bas l>eer made for Collins, but up 
to this time (Sunday evening) lie has not been 
found or heard from.

Nashville, Dec. 15. 

fflie army commenced moving at daybreak 
to-day. Steednrnn's corps on our left, the 4lli 
corps next, and then A. J. Smith's corps. Tlie 
cavalry force moved to the right, and the Aid 
corps were held in reserve. 

Very little except reconnoitring was achieved 
until after meridian, but at half past twelve tlie 
< •> der to advance was given and the whole col- 
umn moved onward. 

Tbe reticls evidently expected Thomas would 
attempt to turn their right flank. All indica- 
tions would presuppose this, and they had of- 
ten d numerous inducements for us to do so, 
and had carefully prepared their works to re- 
ceive our foice it we should attack them iu that 
quarter, and keep up deception. General 
Steedrnan .commenced to skirmish heavily on 
our left, aud as our force moved in the direction 
of t! nt point it was believed to be threatened. 
While they were massing troops on tlieir right, 
we were concentrating tlie 16th and 23d corps, 
aud General Wilson's cavalry on our light. 

Results were, when the bugles sounded the 
advance, our right wing advanced rap'dly be- 
tween the rebel left and Cumberland river, com- 
pletely doubling tip the rebel division which the 
lebels had posted to blockade the river. A bat- 
tery was taken by our forces and sent to the 
rear. 

The relels had by this time perceived that our 
attack ou the right was a feint. Hood even at- 
tempted to atone for his first finer pas, but it 
was loo late. Our right ltad established them- 
selves on the main bank, and were steadily ad- 
vancing, w hile the 23d corps had taken position 
on tie extreme right, and A. J. Smith's corps 
were executing a half wheel, driving tlic col- 
umns of tlie rebels before them easily. Rapidly 
hill after lull was taken with little loss aud less 
difficulty. 

In an hour or so the rebels had presented a 
t:i.pg front, and onr progress was for the mo- 
ment checked. It was now visible that tlie 
■nntest was aiioiit to commence. Another di- 
version on tbe left was made to enable our men 
n the right to get into position and strengthen 
themselves so a? to be ready for a charge. 

In front of the Ith corps, and about one mile 
beyond Acklin's resident c, the rebels had a 
irong line of earthworks, defended by a heavy 
line of skirmishers, and General Wood was o:-- 
lered to charge it. Tlic word forward was 
shouted bv brigade, division, and regimental 
commanders, and, with promptness aud de- 
cision. the men leaped over breastworks and ad- 
vanced. 

Iu less than twenty minutes our forces had 
possession of tlie rebel works, and llie bauners 
i f the fourth corps were placed on their in- 
tiencbments. Our men, flushed w itli victory, 
williopt orders, pushed forward and nearly 
reached the second fine of rebel works. They 
were oulv recalled by tbe most strenuous exer- 
tions, and had captured, when halted, sixty 
pi isouers, which, with those taken in the rebel 
intrenebments, amounted to over one hundred. 

The second line of intrenebments were now in 
igbt. located on a range of hills one mile from 
onr skirmish lines, and had been built wltb 
ereat skill. Some time elapsed ereonr men got 
in position. 

Our cavalry bad advanced meanwhile 
until its right rested on the hills, six miles be- 
ond Nashville. Being so far from the river 
it had no room to lnnna-uvre without diffi- 
culty. Instead of facing to the west, it 
dow face directly south. The two corps 
of Schofield and Smith were in a posi- 
tion’ directly parallel on the left; skir- 
mishers all along the lines having been 
advanced to the Hillsboro pike, sheltering 
themselves behind fences on the north side, 
while the -Itli corps was formed at l ight angles, 
ihe front division 1> ing directly across the Hills- 
boro pike, the remainder being to the left of 
that. While these movements were gomg on 
and our lines were forming and batteries being 
placed, the rebels could bo distinctly seen 
moving by tlie left flank toward the Hillsboro 
pike, wii h a view to prevent our turning their 
left flank. 

As' far as could he ascertained by observation 
tlieir entire reserve was thus thrown in front of 
our right and centre. In the meantime our 
commanders sent reinforcements equally strong 
to those parts of our lines menaced by the reb- 
els to confront them. 

At lialf-past three all wa^readv for the charge ’ 



on the second line of rebel works. The position 
w as a strong oue, to reach Which onr forces had 
to ascend the bills at an elevation of fifteen de- 
grees without any protection. 

Ourlincs weic four columns deep, with ample 
reserves. Our forces were mas-pal against the 
rebel lines, and the unwavering columns were 
hurled against the rebels with irresistible force. 
At tin minutes before 5 P. M. the charge com- 
menced. The 1st and 2d divisions of the >th 
coips moved west, and the 3d division, at right 
angles w ith it, moving south, while A. S. Smith * 
corps occupied its right. The 1st and 2d 
divisions had the hardest task to perform, as 
their position was more exposed. 

These rebel works were stronger than else- 
where, and more formidable. Under a heavy 
fire of grape, cannister, and musketry, our men 
moved steadily forward, but owing to the reb- 
els firing too high, it mostly passed over them, 
otherwise the slaughter would have been terri- 
ble. 8omc of our forces were killed, but tlie 
list of casualties was less than can bo expected. 

After advancing within one hundred and tiftv 
vards of the rehel works, their fire was severest. 
Our troops never wavered, but, with a shout 
along the lines ranging along the Hillsboro 
pike, coming in full view, t liev again advanced, 
and w ere almost immediately upon the intrench- 
ment. The distance yet to he passed did not 
exceed one hundred yards. 

Reinforcements w ere in sight coming up, yet 
tlie rebels evinced no sign of retiring, aud dis- 
charged volley after volley into our rauks at a 
distance of twenty-five yards. A few of onr men 
had reached the works and were using tlieir 
bayonets, when some few rebels fled, and were 
followed by others, when soon all broke and 
fled in wildest confusion. 

Four twelve-pounder Napoleon guns their ar- 
tillerists attempted to secure, but onlv succeed- 
ed in getting one off the field. We secured 
three and two caissons, w ith a large lot of small 
arms. We captured in this charge about 100 
prisoners. 

Prisoners report that Hood told them they 
could hold their position against anv Yankee 
force w hich eouid lie brougjil against them. 

Our losses in this charge did not exceed one 
hundred killed and wounded. 

Smith's and Schofield's corps had in the mean- 
time advanced half a mile to the south of the 
Hillsboro pike, capturing there a whole battery 
of six guns. The total of artillery captured — 
five being captured by the 15th Ohio on th« ex- 
treme left— amounts to eighteen guns. Several 
battle-flags were also taken. 

The rebel loss In killed and wounded is not 
less than 600, while ours is not less than 300. 

They have taken up a second line, and may 
defend it to-morrow if they do not retreat to- 
night. 

One of tbefmoet brilliant charges made to-day 
was by the 11th, 12th, 13th, 1 1th, 17th and 111th 
colored regiments on Rains' hill, near, the Nu- 
lnnsville pike, which utterly routed the rebel 
line . 

The colored troops behaTed splendidly, We 
lost severely. Col. Slmfner’s regiment, the 17th, 
lost nearly ail their officers on Granny White 
pike, in front of Acklin’s residence. General 
Beatty led tlie charge on tho first rebel line. 
At 12 o'clock to-day our forces carried it at the 
peint of the bayonet and planted our guns on 
the irebol abandoned works. Fifty prisoners 
were captured in this charge. Our loss very- 
slight. 

We advanced here one mile, and the rebel 
force retreated in great confusion. 

- Lieut. J. W. Watson, of the 5th Iowa cavalrv, 
was shot through the breast while gallantly 
charging the enemy's batteries, and mortally 
wounded. 

The steamer Pike, in the Quartermaster’s ser- 
vice, while proceeding up the river, and when 
thiee miles from the city was fired into bv the 
rebels and one man, George Blakely killed^ and 
four others wounded. She retired. 

The gun-boat fleet was engaged down the 
river yesterday, about fourteen miles from the 
city, In shelling the rebels, which made them 
leave very vigorously. 

Among the other captures of to-day, were the 
head quarters of the rebel General Chalmers, 
consisting of fifteen wagons. Among their con- 
tents were all his books, papers, valuables, etc., 
they arc now at Captain Goodwin's head-quar- 
ters. Provost Marshal General Fry is in the 
city. 

About 550 prisoners had reached the city up 
to 9 o'clock. The total amount captured is not 
short ol 1,200. 

Captaiu Grorsncr, brother of Col. Grorsner, 
ccmmanding tlie :'.d brigade, was killed. Adju- 
tant Clay horn and Lieutenant Robert*, of lire 
lull Indiana, are wounded. 

One of our shells from Fort Negly, falling 
short, killed four of our wounded.

Our troops behaveb splendidly, all taking 
their share iu assaulting and charging the ene- 
my's breastworks. I shall attack the enemy 
again to morrow if he stands to fight, aud, if he 
retreats during tbe night I will pursue him, 
throwing a heavy cavalry- force on his rear to 
destroy his trains if possible.

Frigiitstl Railroad Accidents. — The Ex- 
press train which left Nashville at 7 o'clock 
Thursday morning, owing to the careless fasten- 
ing of the switch at the station near tlie tunnel 
south of Cave City, met with a serious accident. 
The w eight and rush of the train caused* tin: 
main tiack to spread at tlie point where the 
witch forms a junction with it. and the three 
rear coaches were thrown from the rails, 
r nd dashed over a steep embankment. 

I hey were crowded with passengers, and tlie 
earful descent of the cars was not unattended 
w ith the ioss of life. The road master, who 
was riding in the rear coach was Instantly kill- 
d, ami a iarcc number of soldiers and citizens, 
ladies and gentlemen, were more or less injured, 
seme of them qnite seriously. It was a fearful 
w reck, and the groans of the wounded filled 
the air. The Hospital train No. 3, Doctor 
Webster iu charge, was follow ing the Express 
train, and, os soon as the accident occurred, the 
surgeon, accompanied by his nurscs,’weut to 
the aid of tlie wounded. He was enabled to 
render great assistance to the sufferers, and 
much credit is due him for the prompt and hu- 
mane manner in which he acted. We did not 
learn the names of any of the Injured parties. It 
required some time to repair tho damage done to 
the road by the accident, consequently the arrival 
of the trains was delayed Thursday night- Af- 
ter the hospital train had passed Cave City a 
soldier, named Martin Bloss, formerly of the 
107th New York volunteers, but recently trans- 
rred to the invalid corps, whilo sitting upon 
tlic platform, stupefied with liquor, lost his 
balance and fell beneath the cars. The wheels 
passed over him, crushing both legs above the 
kr.ee, and almost severing them from the body. 
He was picked up, and brought to tlie city, but 
the surgeons entertained no hopes for his recov- 
ery. In all probability he Is now dead. Ho 
leaves a wife and two children at Elnivra, New 
York.

iJ^fThe expedition under Maj.-Gen. Warren, 
consisting of three divisions of infantry and one 
of cavalry, which left camp in the vicinity of 
Petersburg on Wednesday morning, the 7th of 
December, and marched southward, has re- 
turned to its old position, after accomplishing 
important results. The weather daring the 
movement was execrable, rain or hail falling 
daily several hours out ef the twenty-fonr. The 
inclemency of the weather prevented the co- 
operation of other forces, or more important 
results would have transpired. The advance 
was sounded at daybreak on Wednesday, 
and in a few moments the infantry colnmn, led 
by Gregg’s cavalry division, was marching 
through the rain down the Jerusalem plank- 
road toward the former site of Freeman's 
bridge across the Nottoway’river. The 6tream 
was reached about dark, pontooned, and, be- 
fore morning, troops, artillery, and trains 
were over, and the bridge removed. Thursday 
morning the command moved south to Sus- 
sex Court-house. Soon after leaving the Court- 
house the enemy slightly resisted onr advance. 
Gregg steadily drove the rebels back. Ad- 
vancing Tb the Weldon Railroad, near Jarratt’s, 
we came upon the bridge across the Nottoway. 
Here a brisk little skirmish occurred, the enemy 
having by this time discovered our intentions. 
The light resulted in the withdrawal of the | 
rebels from the vicinity of the river. In this 
affair our loss was four killed and about twenty 
wounded. The wagon and railroad bridges 
across the Nottoway were both destroyed by 
Gregg. The railroad bridge was an important 
structure, being more than two hundred feet in 
length. The command went to Jarratt’s, twelve 
miles below the river, and bivouacked for the 
night, and resumed the demolition of the road 
to Edgefield, twelve miles, the next morning. 
Two other bridges were destroyed. At Hicks- 
ford, on the Mehenen river, the enemy had col- 
lected in force, bnt as every thing had been accom- 
plished according to the programme the expedi- 
tion halted for the night near Bcllefield Station, 
which was burned when the retrograde move- 
ment commenced. 

A terrible retribution was visited upon the 
denizens of Sussex Court-house. On the return 
of the expedition, on Sunday morning, three of 
cur men who had been killed while straggling, 
were discovered with their bodies denuded and 
placed side by side. The place was burned. The 
results of the expedition in fifty miles march were 
the destruction of three important points, and 
a large amount of stores, with but a slight loss 
on oar part. The General deserves and will 
doubtless receive great credit for his skilful 
management of the affair. The troops of his 
command are also deserving of all praise. The 
men were kept well together, and every precau- 
tion was taken to guard against surprise. The 
rebels were puzzled by our movements. Hill’s 
corps left General Grant’s front the same 
day that General Warren started, yet he 
failed to intercept the movement, or even 
anticipated the objects of the expedition. Gen. 
Lee evidently expected another attack upon 
the Southsidc Railroad, and had made the 
necessary preparations for its defence. When 
our true object became apparent it was too late 
for the rebels to resist us, as the work had al- 
ready been accomplished. The destruction of 
the Weldon Railroad in the vicinity of the Not- 
toway river is a damaging blow to the rebels at 
this particular time, as it severs communi- 
cation between Richmond and Charleston. 
General Sherman will be able to pros- 
ecute his movements with less opposition, 
as a force cannot now be transported from Lee’s 
front to aid in the defence of the coast between 
Savannah and Charleston. Sherman is secure 
iu his position, and, with the assistance of the 
fleet, he will strike many damaging blows, and 
capture some of the most important seaboard 
points of the Confederacy. 

(g-The barbarous treatment to which our sol- 
diers, held as prisoners of war by the rebel au- 
thorities, have been subjected, awakens a feel- 
iDg of indignation in every truly brave and hon- 
est heart. We published yesterday a graphic 
letter to the Philadelphia Press in regard to 
the condition of our returned prisoners, received 
in the hospitals at Annapolis. The sufferings 
of our brave soldiers, as detailed by an eye-wit- 
ness, are of a character to chill the blood, and 
they are sufficiently heart-rending to make the 
eyes weep that are, “albeit, unused to the melt- 
ing mood.” At Andersonville, the scene of so 
much woe and misery, the white bones of our 
soldiers, murdered by- cruel torture, will 
long remain as a monument of rebel 
barbarity. The shallow graves in which sleep 
the thousands of murdered victims silently 
plead to Heaven for the redress of- a great 
wrong and the punishment of a monstrous 
crime. Such depravity of feeling and total 
disregard of the promptings of Christianity as 
characterize the rebel authorities in their treat- 
ment of our prisoners, were never surpassed by 
barbarians in any age. The diabolical and 
studied cruelty that marked the action of those 
in power at Andersonville, is a dark spot upon 
the cause of humanity, and sooner or later will 
provoke the just vengeance of Heaven. Chris- 
tianity blushes for a deed so foul, and the world 
stands aghast at the startling revelations. No 
cause can prosper that sanctions or per- 
mits such vandalism. A brave and hon- 
orable people never triumph over the fallen 
fortunes of conquered foes, much less make 
them the innocent victims of a blood-thirsty 
revenge. We are glad to learn that the truly 
brave soldiers fighting in the rebel cause are ac- 
quitted of all complicity in the transactions 
marked with so much brutality. The rabid 
tlre-caters and cowardly conscripts of the South 
are responsible for this great outrage upon the 
cause of civilization. They are guilty of a 
monstrous and revolting crime, yet the craven- 
hearted poltroons were urged on iu their dia- 
bolical work by the rebel President and his sat- 
ellites. Let the horrible details be published far 
and wide, let the revelations be made to startle 
a Christian people, and exhibit the rebel cause 
to the world in all of its hideous deformity and 
savage desperation. Let our soldiers read and 
ponder well the facts, and may the tale of woe 
and bitter wrong give fresh courage to their 
hearts, and nerve their arms to strike more de- 
tcrminatcly for the cause of the Union. Let the 
story give them new strength to battle against 
traitors and fanatics, and power fearfully to re- 
venge the death and sufferings of their com- 
panions in arms, who were murdered at Ander- 
sonville. The wrongs are too great to be light- 
ly passed over, then let the invincibility of our 
arms prove their redress. 

C5T The Bankrupt Bill, which passed the 
House, is now before the United States Senate. 
It is carefully digested, and drawn with every 
protection against fraud, while it conserves 
both the debtor and the creditor interests. It 
is an important measure, and is demanded for 
the adjustment of the affairs of numbers of mer- 
chants whose business has beem entirely de- 
ranged by the civil war. 

General Butler has ordered that hereafter it 
will be held cause to recommend for dismissal 
any officer who shall borrow money or incur 
debt loan enlisted man . — Boston Advertiser.

■tjrPiratcs will be ruffians, aud they are of a 
class of thieves among whom there is no honor. 
If they cannot find plunder they will prey upon 
their friends and get up a row among them- 
selves. The Bermuda Advocate, of the Oth ult., 
announces the arrival at St. George's, Bermuda, of 
the rebel pirate Chickamauga, which left Wil- 
tniugton on the 20th of October. She was per- 
mitted, of coarse, to enter the harbor and take 
a supply of coal. She left on the 16th. The 
Advocate, with evident admiration, gives the 
follow ing particulars of her previous voyage: 
When she left Wilmington the mouth of the 
inlet was blockaded by ten Federal gunboats, 
which commenced firing on her as soon as she 
bad crossed the bar. She was chased for two 
hours, but escaped by superior speed. The fol- 
lowing dav she was in chase of a supposed Yan- 
kee ship "under sail, when a cruiser hove in 
fight. Captain Wilkinson wore round, and 
after another sharp chase again got off by the 
swiftness of his vessel. The captures made on 
his passage here were seven. The first the 
clipper-ship Shooting Star, with one thousand 
six hundred tons of anthracite coal, bound for 
Panama: the next the bark Emma Hall, from 
Cuba, with sugar and molasses, for New York: 
the third the bark Mark L. Potter, with lumber 
and bricks, for Key West. These three were 
destroyed. Two barks, one the Lincoln, and 
two schooners, one the Goodspeed, were bond- 
ed. Total value estimated at between $100,000 
and $500,000. 

The Chickamauga mounts three rifled guns 
on traversing platforms; namely, twentv-pound 
Parrott on the poop, a thirtv-two-pouud banded 
rilleon the top-gallant forecastle, and a twelve- 
pound rilte on deck, between the forward fun- 
nel and the foremast. She musters one hundred 
and tweuty officers and men. 

The same paper gives an account of what it 
terms “a remarkable series of escapades” by 
these guests of British hospitality at 8t. 
George’s. On Saturday, the 19th, the crew of 
the Chickamauga made a demonstration on 
Government Hill, in which revolvers were used. 
“The police were sent for, but appeared to be 
cowed by the number and ferocity of the com- 
batants The ruffians were quieted, however, by 
their own officers, Captain Wilkinson, and the 
rebel States’ agent; but on the following morn- 
ing the conflict was renewed, and wound up 
with a regular pugilistic encounter. ” The Ad- 
vocate also describes an attempt of the rebels to 
pull down the American Consul’s flag, which 
was prevented by a colored man; the police of 
the town taking no notice of the outrage. 

igr One of the triumphs of American science 
is the immense refracting telescope just com- 
pleted by Alvan Clark, Esq., of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, for the Chicago University. The 
Boston Traveller says it is not only the largest 
instrument of the kind in this country, but the 
largest one in use in the world. This telescope 
was originally intended for an institution in 
Mississippi, but the breaking out of the war in- 
terrupted communications, and prevented it 
from ever reaching its destination. Since theu 
it has been purchased by the University at Chi- 
cago, and an observatory % feet high has been 
built for its reception. The structure is now 
finished, and the telescopc, in the process of em- 
barkation for Chicago, is literally divided into 
fragments, which are packed into innumerable 
boxes, varying greatly in size and form. But 
the most precious part of the instrument, con- 
stituting in fact the telescope itself, is the ob- 
ject-glass, to which all other sections are mere- 
ly auxiliaries. This object-glass is eighteen 
and a half inches in diameter. It was made 
by Chance & Co., of Birmingham. It Its 
rough state it is worth $2,000, and looks 
so coarse, common, and useless that a stran- 
ger would not form the slightest conception 
of its value. But it is the finishing process that 
increases its price beyond any idea of probable 
cost. Its present value is $11,187. Mr. Clark and 
his assistants were occupied over a year in bring- 
ing it to that perfection required Jor telescopic 
purposes. These glasses are usually brought to 
the manufacturers in an unwarranted condition, 
as they can be had for half the cost of a war- 
ranted article, and are seldom imperfect. The 
size and excellence of a refractory telescope de- 
pends upon the diameter of the object-glass. 
There is an instrument now building in Europe 
which has an object-glass two feet in diameter, 
but, as it has not yet been tried, this must be 
considered without a'rival in the world. The 
telescope will be put up in the tower during the 
month of December. The sum paid for the in- 
strument is $18,187. Its weight is about 6,S0f> 
pounds. The length of the great tube is twenty- 
two feet. Magnifying lenses will be used, rang- 
ing in power from 80 to 1,800. The cost of the 
observatory was $25,000. 

5 JTlt is confessed by British authority that 
naval officers holding the Queen’s commission 
are engaged in furnishing supplies to the rebels 
bv running the blockade. The London Army 
and Navy Gazette says: 

In consequence of the recent capture by a 
Federal cruiser of a distinguished officer of her 
Majesty’s navy, while in command of a block- 
ade-runner, Mr. Seward addressed representa- 
tions through Lord Lyons to her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment which have led to a stringent order on 
the subject. The Admiralty have caused it to 
be notified to the officers engaged iu the excit- 
ing and frequently profitable pursuit of com- 
merce by blockade-running that they cannot 
countenance such an employment of their va- 
cant hours. Although all the officers referred 
to were on half-pay, it was plainly most unbe- 
coming for them, as long as they drew even half 
pav, tp engage in acts which subjected them to 
pains and penalties at the hands of the authori- 
ties of a friendly State, while they were at the 
same time treating with contempt the Queen's 
proclamation of neutrality, which, binding on 
all good subjects, had especial claims to observ- 
ance from officers in her Majesty’s pay. 

And this is all! The officers of her Majesty's 
navy who have been notoriously engaged in 
commanding blockade-runners, received no 
notice that they were violating the Queen’s 
proclamation of neutrality until some of them 
were captured in the very act of furnishing 
munitions of war, and our Secretary of State 
called the attention of the British Cabinet to 
the fact. And what was the result? Mr. Seward’s 
representations led to “a stringent order,” that 
the Admirality cannot countenance such an em- 
ployment of the vacant hours of the officers of 
her Majesty’s navy. This is terribly stringent! 
The order marks with ho particular reprehen- 
sion those who have treated the neutrality 
proclamation with contempt, but says to them, 
“be good subjects and don't do so again; if you 
do, we will give you another talking to!” 

igrThe estimates of additional appropriations 
for the present fiscal year have been laid before 
Congress, in accordance with law, by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and also the estimates for 
the fiscal year commencing on the first of next 
July. The deficiencies are nearly ninety-three 
millions, of which the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment requires eighty-three millions. The inter- 
est on the public debt for the present year is 
$77,804,615. The estimates for next year are 
$817,886,025 87, of which $126,660,020 Is the in- 
terest on public debt, and $480,229,527 for the 
army. It seems to be the general impression 
that the appropriations for the next year will 
exceed one billion. The Washington corres- 
pondent of the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser says: With these “bills payable” before 

them. Congress must now decide where the 

“bills receivable” are to come from. Shall there 
be additional issues of bonds and of currency — 
is the present unjnst system of taxation to be 
continued— or will Congress adopt taxation on 
sales? There arc rumors that Secretary Fes- 
scuden is preparing financial recommendations 
which are to be laid before the House Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means at an early day, but the 
nature of those recommendations is kept pro- 
foundly secret. 

A navy-vard for the building, equipment, 
and repair of iron-clad vessels has been called 
for since the first increase of our navy to meet 
the gigantic necessities of the war, but every ef- 
fort has failed in consequence of rival locations. 
New London, Connecticut, and League Island, 
at the confluence of the Delaware aud Schuyl- 
kill rivers, just below Philadelphia, by putting 
in their opposing claims, with such pertinacity, 
have disgusted the House and wearied its pa- 
tience so that it sent the bill to the tabic. Have 
we not a Solomon to decide which is the eligible 
location? It seems to us that the Pennsylvania 
site, which is close to mineral deposits of coal 
and iron, offers great inducements, and it is 
perfectly protected by the long line of the Del- 
aware river from the ocean. New London is 
an open roadstead, aud is not in the heart of a 
ferruginous or coal region. What advantages, 

then, can it offer to oppose the recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary of the Navy in favor of 
League Island? It is remarkable that Secretary 
Welles makes a decision adverse to the claims 
of his own State, and that should have great 
weight with Congress.

Natural Laws ash Taxatios. — Most per- 
sons have a vague idea that there are some im- 
mutuable principles in Nature which control 
the vast celestial system; but very few have any 
faith whatever iu the idea that man is efficiently 
controlled by natural laws, precisely like every 
other form of matter. The prevailing idea is 
that man must control humanity to insure that 
all shall perform their proper functions aud their 
moral duties. Hence the numerous human 
laws enacted bv one generation, and condemned 
by the next, after due experience of their inju- 
lious effects: and yet the repealed laws are im- 
mediately replaced by others. Why is this, 
when the mere statement of the theory in all its 
simplicity should be a sufficient refutation of 
it, for what is it but an assertion that humanity 
can he benefited by Intrusting its fate to the 
control of a few men just as fallible as those 
whom they attempt to control, and often far 
more ignorant and far more dishonest? This 
idea coflld never have found partisans had it not 
pandered to that powerful sentiment, the vanity 
of ignorant men possessed of power, who, like 
the fly in the fable of the coach and the tty, 
imagine that they produce the progress which 
they see. 

But let us examine a few recent facts, of pub- 
lic notoriety, and see if they do not fully prove 
the existence of the immutable natural laws 
which, social science claims, so efficiently aud 
so beneficially control humanitv. 

Political Economy asserts that to make taxes 
productive they must bear on the masses, not 
on the few; that they must be moderate in their 
rates, and must not interfere with the produc- 
tion and exchanges of commodities. It asserts 
that high rates of duties diminish the public 
revenue, as well as the general well-being of the 
community, and lead to frauds on the revenue; 
while, on the contrary, moderate r ites iucrcase 
the revenue, but slightly diminish the well- 
being of the masses, and cause the offences 
against the revenue laws almost to disappear. 

Now let us compare the facts with the theory. 

Mr. Gladstone, in his last budget, states that 
in the three years, 1860-61 to 1863-61, taxes were 
diminished in Great Britain to the extent of 
£6,668,000, and yet the revenue was only re- 
duced thereby rf,057,0n0, aud even this was ex- 
pected soon to be overcome. In 1863 Great 
Britain remitted taxes which had produced £3.- 
703,000, and the probable loss to the revenue 
was estimated at £3,343,000, but in reality the 
revenue of the fiscal year was only diminished 
thereby to the extent of £677,000, and ere long 
the revenue will undoubtedly be greater than 
before. 

The only recent exception to the reduction of 
the rates of taxation in Great Britain occurred 
in I860, when, at the recommendation of Mr. 
Gladstone, the excise on spirits was raised 
from Ss. to 10s. per gallon, in the expectation 
that the measure would produce a considerable 
increase in the revenue. But this augmentation 
of 25 per cent in the rate of the tax only in- 
creased the revenue 7K per cent in the fourth 
year alter the increase, when the stocks which 
"had paid the old duty must have beeu ex- 
hausted, and thus have ceased to act on the new 
production paj ing the enhanced duty. And the 
magistrates are now burdened with the nu- 
merous cases of illicit distilling, which the in- 
crease in the duty has produced. They declare 
it is impossible to repress the crime while the

timony to the correctness of the predictions of 
Political Economy. He says: 

The increase of duties on imports under die net of 
June 30, 1864, lias already had the effect to decrease im- 
portation* to a considerable extent, and the same effect 
w ill fcc likely to continue. So that, estimating the re- 
ceipts of the three remaining quarter* bv those of the 
fiibt iu the light of former experience, it will not be safe 
to calculate upon revenue from curtCm* much exceeding 
for the current year. In the judgment of the 
Secretary this disadvantage, in a financial point of view, 
ir more than counter-balanced by tie- rtfmulaa affordod 
to domestic industry aud the consequent increased reve- 
nue from that source. 

The hi ah rates of dutu-s on imports imposed by recent 
laws afford such temptation to smuggling, and such fa- 
cilities are presented for successful attempts to evade the 
revenue laws by the extent and nature of our sea-coast, 
and more especially of our frontier that the necessity of 
strenuous efforts to prevent and punish offences of this 
kind is impressed upon the Department with daily in- 
creasing force. 

A careful preliminary inspection has been made by the 
Commissioner, under instructions from the Secretary, 
along our sea-coast and frontier lines, and the result of 
liis observations leads to the conviction that preparations 
on a large scale are in progress for extensive and syste- 
matic operations in smuggling across our Northern and 
Northeastern borders. To preve nt, or d rea to check, 
these operations, an increase of preventive force will be 
absolutely u< ecssary, and means should l»e placed at the 
disposal of the Department for that purpose, to be ex- 
it* tided in such manner as the exigency tuny require. 
From the n port 6f the Commissioner, and the nature of 
the case, it is no less obvious than an increase in the 
number of revenue boats, especially on the lakes, is not 
only expedient hut necessary; and the appropriation for 
that object should also l>c increased so us to meet the 
wants of the service. 

The Secretary of the Treasury thus confesses 
that the revenue Irom customs, which produced 
in the fiscal year 1863-64 $102,000,000 islikelv to 
produce only $70,000,000 in the fiscal year IkGI- 
65, although the rates of duties were enormously 
increased, with a view to enhance the revenue. 
And he announces that extensive and systemat- 
ic operations for smuggling aro ia preparation, 
and requests that appropriations be made by 
Congress to enable him to increase the revenue 
cutters and the preventive force, so as to enable 
him to check these attempts to defraud the rev- 
enue. 

Now. will any one point out the benefits de- 
rived from the resort to measures condemned 
by experience, and by the principles of political 
economy ? for the one pointed out by Mr. Fes- 
senden, "that the diminution in the revenue is 
more than counterbalanced by the stimulus the 
high duties afford to domestic industry, will 
prove as fallacious as all the other expectations 
that induced the increase of the rates of duties ; 
for how can the transfer of capital and labor from 
the productive occupations that required uo 
protection, to those less productive ones which 
can only exist where the loss they entail is 
transferred from the producers to’ the con- 
sumers, to be a source of real benefit to any one? 
Labor and capital cau only obtain that which 
they produce. If they produce less, they will 
possess less, no matter how high be the money 
price affixed to the tilings produced. The 
.diminution of the importations ol foreign com- 
modities must ere long produce a similar dimi- 
nution iu our exports, Because commerce is the 
exchange of commodities. This is clearly seen 
by the effects produced in France and in Eng- 
land by the diminution of the duties in bout 
countries in consequence of the reoent commer- 
cial treaty negotiated by Mr. Cobden. The in- 
creased imports into each country from the 
other only differed a mere trifle, the reason of 
which is self-evident. There are no limits to 
the aggregate of man’s wants, except his ability 
to supply them. If one country increases its 
consumption of the products of another country, 
this immediately furnishes the latter with mean, 
to increase its consumption of the products of 
the former. On the contrary, diminish the for- 
eign demand for the products of auy country, 
and it must at once diminish its consumption of 
foreign commodities, which means a diminution 
of its present enjoyments. Never can a coun- 
try be benefited bv transferring capital aud labor 
from highly productive occupations to others 
less productive. 

If science can predict the result of certain ac- 
tions, is it not au evidence that it has acquired 
a correct knowledge of causes and effects? If 
the results produced by human legislation are 
contrary to the anticipations of the meii who 
enact the laws, while the predictions made by 
political economists in regard to them are fully 
realized, can it be possible-to doubt that legis- 
lators are ignorant of the causes and efi'ects of 
the actions of humanity, while political economv 
has discovered them?" The following extracts 
from a little pamphlet on the “Principles of 
Taxation,” written by a New York merchant, 
for distribution among the members of Congress 
in 1862, when the first tax bill was before Con- 



gress, ought to prove to any intelligent m in 
that there is something positive in a science th»t 
can predict correctly the effects of various mea- 



sures affecting the varied ramified interests of 
society: 

Taxes cannot successfully 1 m* imposed on capital, which 
always succeeds, eventually, in transferring the burden 
tothe cominuuily at large, and, as all transit ions are 
very injurious to every interest ot a community, it is 
far better to impose the taxes at once on the interests 
that finally have to fear them. The common tailoring 
classes are always those that suffer most from any calam- 
ity that befalls society, be it a commercial crisis, a fam- 
ine, the destruction of property, inisgoverumcnt, war, in- 
creased taxation, or anything else, Ijeonis-s possessing 
little or no capital, whenever there is a diminution in 
the Biipply of those things which contribute to man's en- 
joyment and well-being, they cannot compete for the 
things needed by all with the better remunemted/ilaas- 
ea aud those iiosxessing more capital. The middle and 
higher ctasw*. under such circumstance*, only sacrifice 
a portion of their capital or diminish their consumption 
ot luxuries, while the lower classes liave but one reme- 
dy— to diminish their consumption of articles of neces- 
sity, sole obj<*cts they usually obtain, even iu momenta 
of prosperity. The latter classes are, therefore, iu real- 
ity, more deeply interested iu good government, in peace, 
and iu general prosperity, than auy other class of the 
community; and every increase of production, as well as 
every progress of humanity, benefits them more than 
anv other class. 

A great variety of new taxes, all imposed at the same 
time, cannot fail to be most injurious to all classes of auy 
community, from the disturbing effects of such a meas- 
ure on all interests. New taxes only adjust themselves 
after numerous •ocillutions acting on production, ex- 
changes, and consumption— every one of these oscilla- 
tions being injurious to all classes, but particularly tothe 
poorer, as already shown. It is often preferable to in- 
crease existing taxes rather than to impose new ones, 
because the minified interests of the community become 
adjusted to any system that lias been some time in opara- 
t ion . The only possible improvement on almost any 
system of taxation is to render it riiorc economical aud 
less burdensome by making it more direct on the real 
tax -payer, who eventually has to bear the burden. 

Excise taxes, as proposed in the tax bill just adopted 
by the House of Representatives, are very vexatious, 
because inquisitorial in their character; they require a 
vast increase of Government officials, p irtictilarly from 
the preventive measures necessary to guard against 
frauds, to which this system of taxation is particularly 
exposed. They incite to fraud. Any taw that places a 
man's interest in antagonism to hisprobity gradually de- 
moralizes the entire community. It b ads to the belief 
that defrauding the Government is not a wrong, and 
this leads easily to similar arts toward individuals. With 
frauds on the revenue, tin- honest man cannot compel* 
with the rogue. The higher the tax, the greater the 
temptation to fraud. It lias invariably been found im- 
possible to collect high duties on laces, precious stones, 
jewellery, Arc. Every attempt to prevent fraud interferes 
with the operations ot industry and commerce. Ex- 
cises, therefore, greatly interfere with tl»<- liberty of in- 
dividual action. The constant supervision they require, 
to prevent frauds, frequently leads to the revelation of 
secret processes in manufactures, which equitably be- 
long to those who discovered or purchased them. Sud- 
den decisions frequently alter the mode of collection, or 
the extent of the tax, and thus disturb and diminish 
production, exchanges, and consumption. 

Exc : se taxes are injurious because generally levied on 
production. To be productive they must bear on arti- 
cles ol general consumption— on articles of first necea- 
*;tc. of which the proper classes consume as much as the 
wealthier clasaea, thus imposing an unjust proportion of 
the burden on the former. Excises on article of luxury 
an* vexatious to those immediately affi-cted, while they 
produce little la the Treasury, on account of their limit- 
ed consumption. When heavily tax<’d. their consump- 
tion nearly ceases, and frauds are resorted to, to escape 
the tax.

Tm: Sxtlatiok. — General Thomas has as- 
sumed the offensive. He i6 steadily pushing 
forward, and the rebels are forced to 
retire before his advance. Thursday’s opera- 
tions resulted in brilliant success to our arms. 
Our troops are confident of their ability to whip 
the enemy, and they behave with great gal- 
lantry. The telegraph has furnished us with 
full details of the fight of Thursday. General 
Thomas, in his despatch to the Secretary of 
War, announced that he should resume the 
offensive movement on Friday morning, and 
would fight a battle if the rebels resisted his 
advance. 

We understand that the lines were formed at 
an early hour yesterday morning, and the fight 
renewed. We write at half-past 12 o’clock at 
night, and up to this hour no reliable account 
of the Friday’s operations has been received. 
We are willing to hazard the opinion that no 
general engagement took place yesterday, 
though the contest, at different points, may 
have been severe. Undoubtedly the telegraph 
will throw some light upon the situation before 
the hour of going to press, therefore It is idle 
lor us, at this writing, to indulge in any 
speculations. 

Outrages ny Guerilla Thieves— Robberies 
Near the City — Murder of a Citizen. — A 
gang of five thieving scoundrels made their ap- 
pearance on the Bardstown road yesterday 
afternoon, and at once instituted a system of 
high-handed outrages. They came from the 
direction of Mount Washington, and fourteen 
miles from the city they robbed a number of 
gentlemen congregated at Hays's store. The 
thieves proceeded along the road leading to the 
city, and robbed everybody they met. They 
stopped at the house of Mr. J. L. Kalfus, 
and, after a few words, deliberately shot 
him dead. The ball passed through his 
head. The murder was cowardly and unpro- 
voked. After depredating quite extensively, 
the scoundrels moved in the direction of 
Brunerstown, pursued by a party of armed citi- 
zens. In the streets of the above-mentioned 
village two of the desperadoes were shot and 
killed. At last accounts the citizens were fol- 
lowing close on the trail of the other three out- 
laws. The thieves, were droned In the Federal 
nntfonn^The outrages were the boldest ever 
pcOKrated in the vicinity of the city. An ex- 
Iple 6houUl bo made of such villains.

SllEl.TF.lt FOR THE REFUGEES — Captain Jonc ' 
yesterday received an order (rom Washingt in, 
signed by G. Blagdcn, Major of the 2d Massa- 
chusetts cavalry and Assistant Commissary Gen- 
eral for Prisoners, directing him to allow the 
hospital belonging to the Military Prison in this 
city to be used for the benelit of Southern refu- 
gees. This class of people can be quartered iu 
the building so long as Captain Jones does not 
require it for sick prisoners. The hospital is 
xtensivc and roomy, and it will accommodate 
a large number of refugees. 

g-jr N. B. Walker, Ohio Pay Agent, now with 
herman’s army, is reported to have collected 
bout $100,000 in soldiers’ allotments, of which 
e has sent home about $86,000, which has 
en received at the State Treasury and distrib- 
ted to the different counties. The balance, 
yer $300,000, it is said, he can neUhcr send nor 
mg home, owing to the want of communicn- 
tween Sherman’s and the Federal lines.

Escape of Rebel Prisoners from Johnson’s 
Island. — About one o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, says the Sandusky Register, bv a precon- 
certed arrangement, a rush was made by twen- 
ty-four prisoners upon the centre of the guard- 
line, on the northwest side of the prison. The 
prisoners had improvised eight scaling-ladders, 
by attaching “elects” to boards and strips, very 
light, easily carried, and just the thing for scal- 
ing the high prison fence. The rush upon the 
guard at once occasioned the proper cry, “Tarn 
out the guard!” accompanied by quite a rattling 
fire from the guard-line: but the rash was so im- 
petuous, and by so many different prisoners, 
that in spite of the efforts of the guard, fonr 
mtn out of the twenty-four scaled the fence; 
passed the guard, escaped from the island, 
crossed the north channel of the bay, and went 
some distance upon the peninsula. Of the 
others, who did not get through, one received 
a shot cutting away his coat pretty severely at 
the waist, and was knocked down and captured. 
Another, Lientenant John B. Bowles, son of the 
President of the Bank of Louisville, Ky., was 
shot twice through the body abont the same in- 
stant and killed. The other eighteen found the 
work too hot, and retreated to their barracks. 

The rush upon the guard was Immediately 
followed by the “long roll’’ and the proper sig- 
nal-gun. By the way, this is the first “long 
roll” occasioned by any demonstration of the 
prisoners since last March: and the only other 
one rvas on the night of the 23d of September, 
when at least one-third of the prison fence was 
swept away in an instant by a tornado. 

Under a standing order, all of the troops 
were promptly in position, ready to give all 
proper attention to the rebels should any fur- 
ther effort be made within the inclosure. Of 
course it was impossible to say how many had 
escaped, or exactly what had become of all of 
them. To make sure of any who might be 
lurking on the island, awaiting better opportu- 
nities to elude observation, three companies of 
the Cth regiment Veteran Reserve Corps were 
ordered out to patrol the island, and make a 
thorough 6careh. At the same time, several de- 
tachments of the 128th regiment were ordered 
off in pursuit of the escaped prisoners, who had 
passed the picket on the northeast side of the 
bland, receiving a fire from them at long range. 
The fleeing rebs made the best time possible, 
but were hotly pursued; and, with the soldiers 
on their rear and both flanks, and the loyal citi- 
zens of the peninsula (who had been aroused by 
the discharge of the 20-pounder Parrott) in 
their front, their escape soon terminated in (to 
them) a very mortifying recapture. 

Four Deserters to re Shot. — The court- 
martial which convened at Indianapolis on the 
22ll o( November, of which Colonel A. J. War- 
ner, of the V. R. C., was President, sentenced 
John Murray, of the 11th cavalry, Charles Bil- 
lingsley, of the 7th battery, Thomas Doyle, of 
the 11th cavalry, and Thomas Ryan, of the -list 
infantry, “lo be shot to death with musketry at 
such time and place as the Commanding Gen- 
eral may direct,” for desertion. The sentence 
has been approved by the President, and the 
execution will take place on Friday, the 23d 
instant, between the hours of ten A. M. and 
three P. M., at Burnside Barracks, near Camp 
Morton. 

When first arrested, Charles Billingsley gave 
his name as George Roberts. The oath of alle- 
giance was found upon his person in the name 
of Cooper, which he said he took under that 
name, and was a deserter from the 1st Georgia 
(rebel) regiment. Subsequent investigation 
showed that he had enlisted in two or three In- 
diana regiments at different times, and had once 
been sent to Chattanooga as a deserter, where, 
after being confined some time, he was let out 
on parole, which he violated, aud came North as 
a refugee, aud took the oath of allegiance. The 
number of times Billingsley has enlisted and 
de erted is not knowD, but he stated to some 
of his prisoD associates that he had enlisted in 
Boston, and had been engaged in the business 
ever since bounties were first paid. 

Thomas Ryan is from New York, and is 
known there as one of the “roughs.” He en- 
listed at Indianapolis, with Col. A. D. Straight, 
in the 51st Indiana, and immediately deserted. 
When arrested, and afterwards, he boasted that 
be had jumped thirty bounties, aud would jump 
more if he could get away. He is known among 
the class to which he belongs as a desperate 
character. He is of Irish birth, and about *23 
years*of age. 

Thomas Doyle and John Murray are from 
Canada, and have been sailors on the lakes. 
They came from Chicago to Lafayette and en- 
listed, and were sent to Camp Carrington, 
whence thev immediately deserted. They were 
arrested on the cars between Indianapolis and 
Lafayette in citizen clothes. They 1 are reported 
as “old jumpers,” and evidently intended to de- 
sert when they enlisted and were sworn in. 
They are both about 26 years of age, aud appa- 
rently of low, dissipated habits. 

A Rebel Cori'se and a Rebel Leltir. 
During the fight before Nashville on Thursday, 
in one of the gopher-holes in front of the rebel 
earthworks, the corpse of private J. It. Hast- 
ings of company G, 1 1th Mississippi rebel in- 
fantry, was found. The following letter, writ- 
ten in a plain, legible hand, was taken from his 
person; 

Choctaw Agency, Sept. 9, 1864. 

Mr. Hastings: It has been two months 
since I was honored by the arrival of a letter 
from y ou. I infer from so long a silence that 
you have become weary of our correspondence. 

I will bear of no excuse. You can make none 
llint will satisfy me. All the favor 1 ask of you 
is to return my letters. You will please return 
them immediately. You can send them In an 
envelope — two or three in one. Will send your 
type and ring by the first safe opportunity. You 
have my friendship, but love no longer. I hope 
you will be happily married to some one you 
love letter than me. I wish you all that a 
Christian heart can wish another. 1 shall re- 
memberyou in m.v pray ers as a friend — never 
so os a lover. All are well. I hope you may 
eBjov good health. Yours respectfullv,'

The corpse rvas that of a young man of pre- 
possessing appearance, of apparently twenty, 
eight years of age. 

An Extraordinary Affair. — Captain Thos. 
S. Bunker, of the 88th Ohio volunteer infantry, 
last September, through the Rev. J. W. Bush- 
ing, who, by the way, received pay for the part 
he took in the transaction, managed to have his 
son, who had died in the service, credited on the 
quota of Darke county’, Ohio, as a substitute 
for a dratted man named Calvin Moore. • It ap- 
pears that the son Charles Banker had entered 
the service as a substitute early in the war, and, 
by good conduct, had been promoted to the 
rank of Second Lieutenant, which position he 
held until his death, which took place last July. 
Two months later, the father, through the 
Chaplain of the regiment to which he belonged, 
re-enlisted his dead son as a substitute, re- 
ceiving the pay and local bounty, a part of 
which he gave his accomplice. So glariug a 
piece of rascality, and so extraordinary a trans- 
action, would uot of coarse long remain a se- 
cret. The Captain and the Chaplain are now 
under arrest, and the case will be investigated 
before a general court-martial. 

igy The Chief of the Bureau of Provisions and 
Clothing recommends a new arrangement of 
storehouses, and that they be entirely discon- 
nected from the navy-yards. He also recom- 
mends the establishment ot two Government 
bakeries, and the preparation of preserved 
meats and vegetables by the Government; these 
articles now form a part of naval rations. 

fjTTlie Chief of the Bureau of Naval Medicine 
and Surgery reports that duriug the year the 
killed amount to 171; wounded, 351. Total 
number of cases of sickness under treatment, 
61,223; of which number 1,048 died,-- 58,070 were 
returned to duty or discharged, leaving under 
treatment 2,111. 

ifjT Brigadier-General Robert B. Potter, of 
New York, commanding the 2d division of the 
3th army corps, has been promoted to be Major- 
General by brevet “for distinguished and gal- 
lant conduct in the several actions since cross- 
ing the Rapid Ann,” to take rank from August 
1, 1864. 

C3T The ship Areole, of New York, from Now 
Orleans October 20th, rvas captured November 
3d, Bixty miles off Sandy Hook, by the rebel 
privateer Olustec. The first information of the 
fact is received through a letter from the cap- 
tain to his wife. The captain is a prisoner at 
Florence, South Carolina. 

43- The Secretary of the Navy, in his report 
to Congress, Bays that the consumption of coal 
this year will be about five hundred thousand 
tons. 

1J4J- Gen. Meade has been made a full Major- 
General in the regular army, to date from Aug. 
18, 1864 — to rank next to Gen. Sherman. 



A Card from Major-General Rosecrans. 
The Cincinnati Commercial of Friday publishes 
the following card from General Rosecraus: 

My attention lias been called to the following 
in vonr issue of this morning: 

Robecbanb and Steele. —T lie removal of Generals 
Roticcr&ns and Steele from their late commands in Mis- 
souri and Arkansas is the subject, of much discussion, 
especially ntnong the Missouri delegates here, Porh&p. 
I ought not to say “discussion.” became 1 when thorc is a 
general aenuiesence there can he very little discussion, 
aud I have uot heard anybody complain of the action pf 
the President in either of these cases. I have conversed 
with those who pretend to know exactly why General 
Rosecrans was relieved, and I learn that it teas, in gen- 
eral terms, localise of the comparative failure of the 
Missouri campaign. It is said that he kept Geueral A. 
J. Smith’s corps inactive at St. Louis for three days, 
when he should have sent it on in pursuit of Price im- 
mediately on its arrival. I4c sacrificed General Ewing's 
garrison at Pilot Knob, when he could have relieved it, 
and lie permitted Price to cross the Osage riTer when he 
had fifteen theusand men at Jefferson City, and there 
were but two fords at which the rebels could cross. No 
resistance was offered, except by a few cavalry, which 
eras easily disposed of. It is charged also that Rosecrans 
had been guilty of the frequent d sresard of the Presi- 
dent’s order in relation to affairs in Missouri. Added to 
all this is the charge that the General has be n addicted 
to the use of opium to such an extent as at times to se- 
riously impair bis mental faculties. 

I submitted in silence to the aspersion; which 
pursued me last year, on my removal from the 
command of an army whose confidence and 
affection I stiff enjoy. That silent submission, 
which had for its motive the good of the coun- 
try, by many, who did not know me, was in- 
terpreted as’ a tacit admission of the truth of 
the slanders, to the injury of my public useful- 
ness and reputation. The hope that it would 
benefit the country, then outweighed the appre- 
hension of this result, as well as the cer- 
tainty that a temporary shade would thereby 
be allowed to rest on my good name, which I 
hope to leave the unstained, if the only, legacy 
to my children. 

But I am satisfied that if I did not then, I 
should now mistake the national interests, as 
well as my duty to my family, bv permitting the 
injustice and slanders contained in the forego- 
ing paragraph to go unnoticed and uncoutra- 
dietid. 

Falsehood and injustice injure nations as 
much as they do individuals. Our country has 
a double interest in taking care of the ’good 
name of its Generals. Their honor is a part of 
its glory; their capacity for usefulness a part of 
its wealth; and he who detracts from either 
filches a portion of the nation's goods. 

While I am not prepared to say what may 
have been the real reason for my removal from 
the command of the Department of Missouri, I 
am fully prepared to assert that it was not the 
“comparative” or any other kind of “failure” 
of the late campaign in Missouri; for military 
critics and aii sound-thinking and right-judging 
citizens of Missouri, when the facts arc known, 
will agree frith me that it was not only one of 
the most complete and decisive, but, consider- 
ing the forces and attendant circumstance*, one 
of the most fruitful of good to the country of 
anv daring the present war. 

By making known the number and strength 
of my forces, I could have satisfied the public of 
the wisdom of my cautious movements; bntthis 
gratification of a vulgar love of popularity, 



might have cost us the loss of St. Louis and the 
campaign. 1 assure the public, who onlv wish 
to know the truth, that I had the full concur- 



rence of Major-Generals Smith ami Pleasanton, 
and Brigadier-Generals Ewing, Sanborn, Mc- 
Neil, Fisk, and Brown, in the wisdom of all the 
important measures of -the. campaign); tint 
Major-General Canby has expressed to me his 
high gratification thereat, as well as with the 
general management of affairs in Missouri ; and 
Brigadier General Rawlings — Lieutenant Gener- 
al Grant's Chief of Staff— who was in St.- Louis, 
and had the facts laid before him, expressed his 
conviction that every thing had been will done; 
that “few, il any, could have managed matters 
so successfully” as I had done. I have no doubt 
this n ill be the opinion of the General-in chief 
himself, when he b 1 iu !1 have received and exam- 
ined the official reports of the campaign. 

The alleged items of military mismanage- 
ment given in the article are, therefore, without 



fully from mv official report of the campaign, 
should that be permitted to be published. 

The statement that there were fifteen thou- 
sand men at Jefferson City to oppose the ene- 
my's crossing of the Osage i« not only a. notori- 
ous falsehood, but a base imputation against 
Generals McNeill, Sanborn, Fisk, and Brown, 
who were there, and arc not the men to skulk 
from fighting the enemy when thev are iikelv 
to injure him more than the country. 

But says the paragraph, “It is charged that 
Rosecrans had been guilty of frequent disregard 
of the President’s order 'in regard to the con- 
duct of affairs in Missouri.” This is the first 
time I ever heard, directly or indirectly, even 
the slightest hint of such a charge, and I do not 
hesitate to pronounce it, by whomsoever ut- 
tered, as to the President’s orders, or the orders 
of any other lawful superior— as to affairs in 
Missouri or. elsewhere — -false and unfounded. 
Nor do I believe that the President or anv other - 
of my military superiors ever made or seriously 
thought of sueh a charge. 

Finally, comes the second, and, it is to be 
hoped, last, annual edition of the infamous 
calumny that 1 am addicted to the excessive Use 
of opium. I never used opium, cither in excess 
or otherwise, in ail my life. I never used any 
of its preparations— morphine, laudanum, etc , 
except as medicine, and this, thank God, I have 
but rarely needed or taken. This vile slander 
could never have originated nor circulated 
among those who know ma personatlv. It flrst 
came to public notice in the West through the 
Associated Press despatches from Washington, 
soon al ter my removal from the command of 
the Army of the Cumberland, in company with 
two sister calumnies, one charging me with in- 
temperance, and the other deploring the ruin 
of my intellect bv “a disabling mental disease.” 
So far as 1 can learn, their paternity belongs to 
a former attache’ of the Chicago Tribune ofli e, 
who had some position in the office of one of 
the Assistant Secretaries of War. The same 
fellow afterward wrote and published a lying 
article in the Washington Star, to do away 
with the bad effect of Agate’s “authentic state- 
ment,” which was not sufficiently “down on. 
Rosecrans” to suit his eneinie*, bv stating “it is 
now pretty well ascertained that ‘aulhenti 
stalem*nt' was prepared in Cincinnati!” 

The Government doubtless bad reasons for 
relieving me from the command of the Depart- 
ment of Missouri. But I think my past servic ;s, 
public record, and the practice' toward other 
officers now in command, whose names will 
readily occur, warrant the belief that thore 
reasons were in no wav prejudicial to mv offi- 
cial or personal character. 

I hope you and other lova! editors of greit 
public journals will publish this to counteract 
the circulation of the foregoing and other re- 
ports both false and injurious to the interests of 
the country as well as mvself.

Cincinnati. Ohio, December 15, 1864. 

Refugees from Virginia. — A ndrew Mauck 
and John A. Parks, until recently, residents of 
Rockbridge county, Virginia, arrived in Cincin- 
nati Thursday, says the Gazette, from that 
place, which they left duriug iliu latter part of 
October last, in company with six others, be- 
cause of the stringent conscription of the rebel 
government. Dm ing the past two years, Mauck 
was engaged in making shoe;, which fact, until 
recently, exempted him from military duty, but 
the act being annulled he determined to aban- 
don the falling fortuucs of the Confederacy aud 
leave that ship to sink or swim as best it could.' 
Parks was engaged in the business of teaching 
school in the benighted Old Commonwealth, a 
very laudable undertaking, particularly where 
schools are so much needed. The old harlot 
that claims to be the mother of Presidents, 
doubtless failed to appreciate bis services, and be 
too concluded to leave her to her fate. 

About seventy-five miles from tbeir home the 
party met a sqnad oi bushwhackers, who, with- 
out a word of warning, fired upon them, break- 
ing Mauck's left arm, badly lacerating his right 
hand, and killing a young man by the name of 
John Rawlings, a printer from the Lexington 
Gazette Office. The Unionis’g then fled to the 
woods aud managed to etude their pursuers. 
The first hiding place was in the Cheat Moun- 
tain, where they skulked about from Friday 
noon nntii Sunday. On Tuesday they arrived 
at Beverly, in V, cstern Virginia, where thev 
were joined by thirteen other refugees from 
Lexington— among them Josiah McNutt, editor 
of the Lexington Gazette. From Beverly they 
travelled to Parkersburg, where the party broke 
up, Mauck and Parks coming to Cincinnati. 
The fin mcr i- e 1 : oute for Ii d ana, where he has 
a brother ; the latter goes to Illinois. Mauck's 
wounds were of a serious character, but are now- 
doing well. Both men were clad iu Confederate 
homespun, armed with pistols, and provided 
with a small quantity of coarse rations. 

Before leaving Lexington, one of the party 
disposed of seven hundred dollars worth of 
Southern money at a banker’s, for which lie 
received twenty-one dollars in gold and silver. 
The men had a small quantity of Confederate 
currency— new issue. The notes were engraved 
at Columbia, S. C., and were neatly executed.

Nashville, Dec. 16. 

Tlic movement begun yesterday was con- 
tinued to-day, and our arms were every where 
victorious. Gen. A. J. Smith’s men and out- 
cavalry swept round from Hillsboro to Franklin 
turnpike.. Schofield operated on Smith’s right, 
and later in the day our cavalry crossed the 
GraDny White Hills and took many prisoners. 
On the south side of the 6ame. the rebels had 
taken possession of a gap in there hills, through 
which runs the Franklin pike, and in order to 
get their trains off safely, made one desperate 
stand. General .Wood, commanding the 4th 
corps, ordered Colonel Post, of the 74th Illinois, 
commanding a brigade in Gen. Samuel Beatty 's 
division, to reconnoitre the hill to the left of 
the pike, and see if he could take it. 

Colonel Post thought he could. Gen. Stead- 
man came up about noon, and took a position 
in the woods on the left. The colored troops 
belongingito his command were ordered to as- 
sist Colonel Post in carrying the hill. After a 
desperate fight, the first charge was repulsed. 
General Kimball’s division, with General Gross’s 
brigade in the advance, assisted in the second 
and more successful charge. The hill was car- 
ried, and four pieces of artillery were taken. 
Everywhere else our success was commensurate 
with this. To briefly sum up, wc have driven 
them three miles, taken more than two thou- 
sand prisoners, sixteen cannon, and anv quanti- 
ty of small arms. When I left the front to- 
night, seven miles out on the Franklin pike, 
our troops had chased the rebels entirely away 
from the Granny White Hills, and, although it 
was dark, were still in close pursuit of them. 
Our own loss to-day will probably amount to 
one thousand lulled, wounded, and missing.

To tbe Anoociated Preen. 

Nashville, Dec. 16. 

Wc have gained to-day another decided vic- 
tory over the rebel forces, and have advanced 
our whole army about four miles, capturing iu 
the two days’ fight over five thou aadp Goners, 
among them two rebel Generals, killing aud 
wounding 600 or 700 men, and securing 
thirty pieces of artillery. It was discovered 
that the rebels early this morning had with- 
drawn their right and left wings from the river 
and shortened their lines, and had concentrated 
their forces on their centre and left of centre. 

Hood’s forces were in a very strong position, 
their left rcsthi • on the range ot hills known a; 
the Overton Kangc, which line is completely 
covered by the Franklin pike, to which he hoped 
and intended to retreat if forced to do so. In 
front of his color lines w as a line of retrench- 
ments for skirmishers in th’-ir rear. About three 
hundred yards was a formidable line of breast- 
works defended by artillery, in a space of nearly 
four hundred yards, in front of his main lines, 
which was an open field, over which our men 
had to advance. The rebel right was field bv 
Lee’s corps, it is reported that Hood enjoined 
them to die in the last ditch rather than yield. 

Our forces were in the following order: A. 
J. Smith's corps on the right, covering the 
Granny White pike; the lth corps on their left; 
the 1st division in the centre; the 2d division on 
the left; and the :>d division on the right. The 
1st divisiou was commanded by Gen. Kimball, 
the 2d by Gen. Beatty, and the 3d by Gen. El- 
liott. These troops advanced on the Franklin 
[like, the 1st division resting upon it. Stead- 
man's corps was ou our left, and advanced on 
the Murfreesboro pike, gradually moving, how- 
ever. toward the iiglit, and eventually joining 
the 4tli corps. Steadman’.; command consists 
of Gen. Cruft’s division, and two brigade; of 
colored troops under Col. Chas. K. Thompson, 
the latter being on the left. 

General Schofield, with the 23d corps, was 
held in reserve. A cavalry force was sent on 
the Hillsboro pike to operate, if possible, on the 
enemy's rear, and intersept their retreat. 
Skirmishing commenced at earlv dawn. So lit- 
tle resistance was made that the opinion was 
expressed that Hood had fallen back to Frank- 
lin. but this was fouud to be an error as we ad- 
vanced. A heavy line of skirmishers were 
thrown out, aud when they reported that the 
rebel force had fallen back, batteries were 
pushed forward, which shelled the rebel line for 
a time, when skirmishers were again sent for- 
ward. Our line advanced nearly two miles iu 
tliis way, but upon the rebel line coming in full 
view, they were halted, and Hie batteries and 
skirmishers opened fire upon them. 

About 1 I*. M., Beatty’s 2d aud Elliott’s 3d 
division of lth corps, occupying tho left of 
the Franklin ltoad, opened upon the rebel line 
a heavy lire of artillery, aud Col. Cliarle- Ii. 
Thompson's brigade, consisting of the 12th, 
13th, 4 lth and lOudth colored regiments, br- 
ing located immediately on their left, a sharp 
aud heavy skirmishing' continued until about 
two in the afternoon. Wheu Gen. Wo -d gave 
orders to charge upon the rebel works, the p s'- 
lion occupied by the rebels was very strong, 
being located on the summit of a range of hills 
upon which the rebels had planted batteries 
behind formidable earthworks. From this line 
of defence the rebels sent a perfect shower of 
shot and shell. The hills along the whole line 
were one sheet of flame. 

Under cover of our batteries, our line wa; ad- 
vanced, and rushed across the opeu field aud up 
to the steep of the liin. They were met by a 
withering tire of musketry. For a time tliev 
nobly held their ground, but tbe position was 
untenable, and they were obliged to retire. Tbe 
100th colored regiment lost heavily in killed 
and woanded. Major French, of the 12th, and 
Captain Straight and Captain J. W. Dickens, of 
the 100th, were wounded, and Lieutenant Jame-, 
A. Q. M., of the 13ib colored, was killed ia this 
assault. 

During this onslaught a perfect hailstorm ot 
bullets, shot, and shell were poured upon our 
men. Although we lost severely in this first 
attempt to capture this line of works, a second 
charge was determed on, and at about 3 o’clock 
our troops again advanced upon their retrench- 
ments with an irresistible impetus. They rap- 
idly ascended the hill on the west and north 
sides, thus exposing the rebels to au enfilading 
lire, and, after a desperate struggle, gained the 
summit, capturing at this point four guns. 
Three were taken by the list Ohio, and oue by 
the 79th Indiana. 

Iu this charge we lost Col. Post, one of our 
In avest officers, fell mortally wounded. Lieut. 
Payne and Lieut T. C. Dermsev were killed, and 
Capt. G. W. Lewis and Capt. John Bradly were 
wounded, all of the 124th Ohio. 

On the right but little w as done, except heavy 
skirmishing, until about 3 O’clsck iu the after- 
n<ion, when the 23d corps made an advance ou 
the eneni) 's extreme left, which resulted in 
completely driving the rebels from their posi- 
, tion, and the loss of not less than 1,500 pris- 
oners aud 14 guns. Our losses in to-day’s fight 
will not exceed 2,000 killed and wouuded. 

The rebel loss in killed and wounded will 
probably not exceed ours, as they fought behind 
formidable retrenchments, but their loss iu 
piisoners must reach at least five thousand. 
Our eavaliy in the meantime had swung around 
tlie enemy’s extreme left, goiug out on the 
Hillsboro pike, and must have done Hood great 
d.image iu his retreat, if they did not entirely 
cut it off. They were reported at Brentwood 
this evening, which is ten miles from this city, 
and four miles iu their rear. Two rebel Gen- 
erals were captured to-day — General Jackson, of 
Tennessee, and General Adams. Our forces 
Pursued the retreating rebels until alter night- 
fid), and it is possible that they are still pursu- 
itg them. 

Foktp.f. 3 s Monroe, Dec. 15. 

The Charleston Courier of the 10th says; 
Sherman’s army is still moving toward Savan- 
nah. We learn that the affair at Station Ko. 2 
was simply a slight skiimish. 

From tile same paper of the 3th we take the 
following: 

The Augusta Chronicle says: We had the 

’pleasure of seeing yesterday Capt. Cooper, of 
Gen. Wilder’s staff', who is in our city, in con- 
nection with the Confederate bureau, whose 
headquarters are to be located in this city. Capt. 
Cooper infoimcd us that all the Yankee prison- 
ers at all points within the reach of Sherman 
have been 6afelv removed, lie also states that 
the vandals were so disappointed at finding the 
blue bellies had flown from Milieu tha! they 
vented their spleen on the defenceless inhab- 
itants of the country. 

The Courier ot the 9th says : In relation to 
the Georgia forces we learn that on Sunday last 
Lieut. Reynolds, of Gen. Wheeler's cavalry, 
with a detachment. of 15 men, crossed the Sa- 
vannah river at Harper's Ferry in the Beaufort 
district. He had been eugaged ou a scouting 
expedition, and, becoming separated from hi; 
command, crossed into this State to rejoin them 
hb’ber up. He represents Sherman’s army oc- 
cupying Branch bridge, on Badger Creek, six- 
teen miles from the river. 

The opinion seems to be that Sherman will 
attack Savannah, but if he attempts it, he will 
be badlv beaten. 

A report was in circulation on the 8th, that, 
on the arrival of Sherman's forces at Station 
No. 2, he had held off in the direction of the 
Sisters' Ferrv, which would indicate his inten- 
tion to be to cross info South Carolina. 

The enemy near Pocotaligo, was reported 
shelling the road on Friday. , 

About one hundred prisoners from Sherman's 
armv arrived iu this city ou Friday,

Gold is strong in 8) >ite of the favorable news 
from Nashville and the coast. The demand for 
siiipment is a partial cause of its firmness, but 
there is an additional speculative demand, 
though it js easily seen upou what it is based. 
Opening at 234)5, the price 'fluctuated between 
234 and 254%. 

Major-General Peck has issued a supplemen- 
tary order calling on the people arriving in the 
city from insurgent States to register at his 
headquarters. He says the results developed 
by the registry fullv justifies the actions of the 
deportment, and the decision in the ea-e of the 
St. Albans raiders makes it imperative that the 
registry be pushed vigorously. 

A private despatch received in this city to-day 
from a gentlemen in Montreal s ivs ' k was 
reported that the money belonging to the St. 
Albans bankers is to be restored to-dav, and 
that there is a great reaction there in' rebel 
stock since Wednesday, and that even the lead, 
ers feel disgusted with the proceedings of the 
court presided over by Judge Cour al. 

The Tribune's Washington special says: It 
was stated in Conversation to-day on the floor 
of the Senate that the President had said that 
Sherman had come out at Savannah with forty 
thousand more men, blacks and whites, than lie 
siarted with. 

It is understood that the financial policy which 
the chairman of the Committee of Wavs anil 
Means will endeavor to pass through this Con- 
gress, will he the issue of twentv-vear bonds 
bearing eight per cent interest, payable in cur- 
rency. It is intended to rely on them for the 
means to finish the war. 

Washington, Dec. 16. 

Charleston and Savannah papers of the 9th 
and loth have been received here. Thev areevi- 
dcntly but imperfectly informed as to the move- 
ments of Sherman’s army. Tbe Savannah News 
says that on the 6th the Union forces again 
made an attempt to take that Railroad, but 
were repulsed and driven back. 

On the 7th inst. they were reinforced, and re- 
newed the attack, arid fighting continued all 
day, but had ceased at dark. 

The News adds that tlie movement is no doubt 
a determined effort on the part of Foster to open 
a wav for Sherman to escape. On the 9th inst. 
a skirmish with the rebel outposts, five miles 
from Savannah, is mentioned.

Unusual quiet has prevailed along the lines in 
front of Petersburg during the past few days. 



The Front.— W e clip the following from the 
Nashville Union of yesterday : 

The apparent inaction which has been reign- 
ing in military circles during the first half of the 
week, was brought to a sudden termination on 
yesterday morning. Tired of waiting on the 
tardy developments of Hood's plans, General 
Thomas, ready at all points, resolved to take the 
initiative, and to strike the first blew. Rumors 
bad been freely circulated that the offensive was 
to be assumed by the Federal forces on Wednes- 
day, but probably the details of the movement 
w ere not perfected for so earlv an attack. 

Long before daybreak on Thursday the Union 
troops were aroused for the work in hand. 
Through the murky ha/.e of approaching dawn 
many earl.' -risers saw the long columns march- 
ing to their appointed posts of duty, whence 
they were to swarm down upon the rebel force. 

The ball opened to the left of Fort Neglev. 
Heavy skirmishing immediately folio wed. No w 
onr men would drive the rebel line back, and 
anon, reinforced, they forced us to retire in our 
turn. Unfortunately, our forces did not receive 
proper support from the fort. Owing to some 
misapprehension, the shells generally fell short, 
and several of onr own men were wouuded. A 
report is current tlmt here (on the extreme left) 
we lost all but sixty out of two regiments taken 
prisoners. 

Far the heaviest and most effective fighting, 
however, was on the right and centre. At both 
these points artillery aud musketry firing was 
verv severe. 




Incendiaries. — New Albany appears to be 
infested with a gang of incendiaries beet upon 
the destruction of that city. The Ledger of 
yesterday evening has the following fire items. 

The extensive furniture manufactory of 
George W. Porter, on Main street, between 
State and Lower First, was fired last night by 
incendiaries, aud but for the heavy rain which 
soon after set iu, and tile speedy arrival and 
effective work of the engines, not only the build- 
ing but the entire square would have been 
burnt out. Tlie building is in the very centre 
of tlic city, and is surrounded on all Sides by a 
compact block of frame tenements. The in- 
finmable character of these buildings is such 
that, had the lire got a fair start, there is no 
telling where it would have ended. As itis, our 
city has escaped a terrible conflagration by the 
merest chance. 

On Wednesday night an attempt was made by 
incendiaries to fire the IK- paw House in tb's city. 
The lire w as started iu the office during the ab- 
sence of the clerk from it, aud but for its dis- 
covery soon after it commenced burning, the 
whole block would no doubt soon have been 
laid in ruins. From developments made during 
the past two days, we doubt not that an orgari- 
ized gang of incendiaries has made its head- 
quarters in this city. The citizens cannot be too 
careiul in watching their property.

RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 

[From the New York Commercial Advertiser, j 

Turkey. — Recent advices from the Bible 
Agent, resident in Constantinople, give grati- 
fying accouuts of the state of the Bible work 
within the bounds of his Agency. In regard to 
the recent acts of the Turkish police in forcibly 
closing the depots of the Bible Societies in Con- 
stantinople, and taking official possession of the 
premises, the most satisfactory explanation has 
been given by the Porte. In regard to the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, Earl Russell 
has written to the British Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, expressly stating that the demands 
of the Bible Society for the sale of theScriptnres 
by colportors are, in his opinion, strictly within 
the limits of religions freedom granted by the 
fcitti-humayour of 1856, and should therefore be 
conceded by the Turkish Government. 

The Southern Missionary Convocation of the 
Diocese of New York was held at New Ro- 
chelle on the loth of November. Among the 
clergy who were then present was the Bishop of 
the Diocese, who presided. Under the auspices 
of this body three churches have been built 
during the year, at a cost of $6,116, and three 
churches are now free from debt. The misson- 
arics have been aided in stipends to nearly $6,- 
bOO. There is considerable outstanding debt. 
The Bishop appointed one of the members to 
mulic personal application to enable the Convo- 
cation to meet the demands up to April next. 
The Convocation adjourned to meet at the Epis- 
copal residence in this city on the second Tues- 
day in January next. 

The Presby terians in Australia are making 
rapid progress throughout that country. They 
have nearly one hundred self-supporting con- 
gregations. Every clergyman of good stand- 
ing is cordially received and is not long with- 
out a settlement. A Young Men's Association 
has recently been formed in Melbourne; it holds 
weekly meetings for discussions, and also month- 
ly lectures, with Sabbath moruing prayer meet- 
f ings and w eekly Bible classes. 

Tho Confederate prisoners on Johnson’s Isl- 
and, Lake Eric, have transmitted to the Ameri- 
can Bible Society $20, as a token of their es- 
teem for the tnpply of the Scriptures to the 
prisoners confined on that island. There was 
also received this week a notice of the ship - 
ment of six bales of cotton from Memphis, each 
weighing four hundred pounds, a donation from 
the Memphis Bible Society to the American Bi- 
ble Society. 

Beautiful Tribute. — 1 The editor of the West- 
ern Christian Advocate had, he says, the high 
privilege, a few days ago, of hearing the Rev. 
Bishop Bedell preach his annual sermon in Del- 
aware, Ohio. Ilis discourse was from these 
words: “My Father is the husbandman; I am 
the vine; ye are the branches. ’’ The Bishop’s 
subject led him to discuss the character of tho 
believer’s union witlf Christ and w ith his Church, 
and this was done by the eloquent divine by the 
evangelism that pervaded the entire discourse. 
The process of grafting, as described, melte l 
many hearts: the knife was plunged into the 
vine— into its very heart; then the graft, cut and 
prepared, wet with its tears, was placed in the 
blood of the vine, and soon the flowing blood 
swept away the tears and scut its own life 
through the branch, so that it was one and the 
same life in it and the vine. The vine and the 
husbandman changeless, the branches ever 
changing. "We could,” adds the editor, 
“exclaim honored Bishop ! privileged church!'' 

Abraham Van Nest, Esq., who did business 
for many years in Pearl street, near Old Slip, 
New York, and who recently deceased, be- 
queathed to each of his children $50,000; each 
-of his grandchildren, $5,000; to the General 
Synod ot tlie Reformed Dutch Church, $500; to 
the Board of Domestic Missions of the same 
church, $500; to the American Bible Society, 
$500; aud to the American Colonization So- 
ciety, $500. 

The Hon. William A. Buckingham, Gbvcrnor 
of Connecticut, and the lion. Robert C. Win- 
thrr.p, of Boston, have been elected Vice-Presi- 
dents of the American Bible Society. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomson, Bishop of the M. E. 
Church, who is now on an official visit to India 
and China, ai rived at Ceylon, on the 10th of 
October, in good health. lie expected thrive 
been enabled to leave Ceylon immediate™ for 
Calcutta, but the steamer expected there had 
been so much injured in the recent fearful 
cyclone in the Bay of Bengal that she put back 
to Calcutta. The Bishop was expecting another 
vessel that would probably leave Ceylon about 
the 19th of October. Ilis reception at Ceylon 
by the missionaries was most cordial. 

Death of a Missionary. — The Rev. C. R. 
Martin, missionary of the Methodist Chureh in 
China, died of cholera at Fuchchau, on the 6th 
of September, after a few hoars illness. One 
of his children died a few hours before him of 
the same disease. He was a native of Vermont 
The remains were followed to the grave by- 
most of the foreign residents. 

American Board. — The receipts for October 
were $24,377 82, and from September 1st to Oc-, 
loberSlst, $63,945 80. 

American Bible Society. — The stated meet- 
ing of the Managers was held at the Bible-house, 
Astor Place, New York, on Thursday, the 1st 
instant, at lnilf-past 3 P. M., William B. Crosby, 
Esq., Vice-President, in the chair, assisted by 
Francis Hull and William Whitlock, Jr., Esqs., 
Vice-Presidents. Rev. Dr. Crosby read the lirst 
chapter in the Second Epistle to Timothy, and 
offered prayer. One new auxiliary was recog- 
nized in Iowa. Communications were received 
from Rev. Jas. Hickey, Monterey, in regard to his 
agency, stating the unfavorable effect upon his 
work of the disturbed state of the country; from 
Mr. Andrew M. Milne, Rosario, with gratifying 
statements as to the progress of the work in the 
Argentine Confederation; from Andrew Muir, 
Esq., St. Petersburg, sending a copy of the con- 
tract for printing 20,000 of the Rcval-Esthonian 
Testament; from Rev. W. Tracy, Madura, re- 
turning thanks for a grant of funds to the Mis- 
sion there for Bible work; from Rev. Guido F. 
Verlieck, Nagasaki, returning thaDks for a 
grant of funds aud of books for his 
Mission, and as to the translation of the 
Scriptures into the Japanese language. An in 
tore- ting account was received from Bishop 
MTlvuine of his deputation from this Society to 
the Jubilee of the Prussian Bible Society at Ber- 
lin. Grants of books were made to the 107th 
Ohio volunteers through their Chaplain; Testa- 
ments in German and English, for natal hos- 
pitals at Annapolis, through the Maryland Bible 
Society; to Confederate prisoners at Fort Dela- 
ware through the Pennsylvania Bible Society; 
for hospitals in Kentucky; to the United State 



Christian Commission; Bibles in French, Ger- 
man, Spanish, Swedish, Danish, and Italian, for

An Infernal Machine — Startling Discov- 
ery and Mirai ut-ous Escape. — The Cincinnati 
Commercial ot Wednesday tells the folloyving: 

Some four weeks since, or, to be closely accu- 
rate, on the 14th of November last, at about ten 
o’clock A. M., a man entered the office of the 
Marietta and Cincinnati Railroad Company, 
situate on the southeast comer of Third aud 
Walnut streets, and requested permission to 
leave there, for a ferv moments, a box which he 
lmd under his right arm. To all in the office 
the author of this request yvas an entire 
stranger, but his peculiar manner, appearance, 
and garb immediately attracted their attention. 
Tall in stature, slim in person, but exquisite in 
mold, and habited throughout in sombre but 
elegant broadcloth, there was something most 
decidedly distingue in his appearance. His 
countenance, however, was most sinister aud 
forbidding, with a colorless, transparent face, 
set off with lustrous, piercing black eyes, sharp 
features generally, and a heavy black mustache 
Ilis address and manner of conversation rvere 
(hose of a well-cdiieatcd man of the rvorld — on 
the superior order, in fact. Ilis simple request 
was granted, the box being left for the time on 
the counter, where he had deposited it. On the 
following day, however, it yvas observed that 
the stranger had not called for his box. This 
fact, coupled with the decidedly* mvaterious 
appearance of the man, now* called the 
attention of suspicious minds to the box. 
The article iu question yvas not quite 
the size of an ordinary tea-box, was made 
of inch pine-stuff, and appeared to be covered 
yvitli wall-paper, and carefully nailed up. But 
the sharp, suspicious glance of one observant 
gentleman of the office, detected something 
more, in the presence of a great number of del- 
icate short yvircs, projecting from beneath tvhat 
appeared to be the lid, along both sides and 
ends of tlie now decidedly suspicious package 
All yvere now convinced of the character of the 
box: that it was nothing more or less than an 
ingeniously-contrived infernal machine! This 
being the case, it yvas taken carefully, yvithout 
tlie cover being touched, and placed in an ob- 
scure corner, in the hope that the oyvner might 
be seen again. For four yveeks that box yvas 
tlie ghost of that office. For four weeks its 
renting- place yvas passed and repassed, yvitli hur- 
ried trend and fearful glance aud trembling 
limb: and still no further appearance of the mys- 
terious stranger. At length the suspense be- 
came too fearful to be longer endurable, and 
eailv yesterday morning the Chief of Police yvas 
notified of the presence of the infernal ma- 
chine, and reqested to take immediate steps 
for its removal. The officers despatched 
to tlie scene of peril, debated long and 
anxionslv over tlie situation, and finally con- 
cluded tbat it should be taken totberoom above 
and throwm to the yard Beneath, where it would 
explode wfthout endangering life or limb: and. 
one of them, tlie most daring spirit of the 
porse. carried out the plan. The explosion 
which followed, although faint, was most effect- 
ive, as the contents were immediately exposed 
to view and found to he as follows: four cylin- 
drical tin cans, constituting at one time a rest- 
ing place on terra Jirma for trvelvc dozen or 
more Baltimore cove oysters; four defaced la- 
bels, justify ing the belief that the cylindrical

Lamentable Suicihe. — The Fort Wayne Sen- 
tinel of Monday* evening gives the following 
piartieulars of the suicide of a well-known citi- 
zen of that city: 

This morning betyveen 7 and 8 o’clock, Mr. 
William R. Stapleford, an old and much re- 
spected citizen of tills place, committed suicide 
by hanging himself. The particulars connected 
yvitli tills sad affair, as near as yvo can learn, are 
as follows: Mr. S. had been suffering for a few 
days willi a fever, occasioned from anxiety and 
troiililc of mind on account of his having been 
drafted. He had been to Kendalville, and suc- 
ceeded in getting exempted, but came home and 
was taken sick from the worry and excitement 
lie lmd undergone. lie had been verv despond- 
ent for tlie post few (lavs, and suspicions were 
entertained that lie would attempt to commit 
suicide, aud he yvas eloselv watched. This 
morning, however, while liis family* yvas at 
breakfast he succeeded in eluding their vigi- 
lance and accomplished his purpose. He hung ‘ 
himself in his orvn room with a halter rvbioU tie 
had previously obtained from the stable. He 
leaves a yvife and trvo children, who have, the 
heartfelt sympathy of the community in their 
sad affliction. 



When Gas yvas Introduce! i. — The gas used 
for ordinary purposes is one of the products of 
the destructive distillations of pit coal, submit- 
ted to a great heat in cast-iron retorts. Certaiu 
permanent gases are given off, and are collected 
in a large pipe half filled yvitli tar, after which 
they pass through a series of iron pipes, cooled 
on the outside by streams of yvater. The tar 
and nmmoniacal liquid generated are thus cou- 
daiFcd, and the gases proceed to another part 
of the apparatus, called the purifier. After be- 
ing submitted to the purifying process, it is col- 
lected into large reservoirs, called gasometers— 
more correctly gas-holders — from which it is 
conveyed by large pipes, after brauchingoif into 
lesser ones, to all parts of the town. 

The artificial production of an inflammable air 
from coal is first mentioned by the Rev. Mr. 
Clayton in a letter addressed to the Royal Soci- 
ety, May 12, 1688. He states that he distilled 
coal in a dose vessel, collecting tlie gas in blad- 
ders, ai d afterwards burning it for tlie amuse- 
ment of liis friends. In the year 1797 he erected 
a similar apparatus in Ayresiiire, yvhere ho then 
resided, aud in 1793 he was engaged to put up 
liis apparatus at the manufactory of Messrs. 
Boulton, Watts, & Co., Soho, near Birmingham. 
The illumination of the Soho Works by gas in 
1803, on tlie occasion of peace, brought it into 
general notice, and it yvas soon adopted by many 
individuals, who, acting upon their owii ideas, 
introduced various modes of collecting and puri- 
fying it. A public exhibition of it iu London 
took place in 1806. Golden Lane yvas lighted 
with it in le07. Pall Mali iu 1809, and all the 
streets generally in 1814. 



A MvsTKRiors Affair. — F our men called at 
the Sisters' Hospital yesterday, bearing yvitli 
them a companion whom they represented to be 
sick, and desired to obtain admission for him 
into tlie hospital. They took the man into the 
reception room, laid him down, aud left, in- 
forming the Sister iu attendance that they were 
going after the man's nephew, and would re- 
turn in a short time. After they were gone, the 
Sister looked at the man they had brought in, 
and found tbat he was dead! A further exami- 
nation disclosed the fact that the man's neck 
yeas tnoken. The Coroner was sent for. but de- 
ferred holdiDg the inquest, in hope that the men 
would return. One of the four ineu was dressed 
in military clothes, hut fun her tliau this nothing 
is known of them. There yvas nothiug about 
the person of the dead man to lead to liis iden- 
tification. The affair is a mysterious one, but it 
d< es not seem probable that the meu yvho car- 
ried the body to the hospital had auvhandin 
liis death. Tlie surmise is that he broke liis 
neck from a fall, and died on the way to the 
hospital. — St. Louis f/emocrat.

We have heard of romantic elopements, in 
which silly young girls have run away with cap- 
tivating young men to tlie great displeasure and 
direful wrath of gouty old papas and indignant 
and ponderous mamas. We have read, too, of 
the customary sequence of pursuit and capture 
of the absconding parties, when the plot was 
timely discovered, and of repentance and for- 
giveness when it was too late and there was no 
help for it; but the case we have in hand differs 
somewhat from all them. 

In the central portion of this State there is a 
town of considerable importance, which not 
only boasts a romantic and elegant site, but 
also apes the airs and importance of a city. 
This town has attained somewhat of celebrity 
from the fact tbat it deals to a great extent in 
two articles which usually intoxicate, namely: 
pretty girls and whiskey. The former it pro- 
duces in moderate quantities, the latter it man- 
ufactures to excess and finds a large trade in 
the way of home consumption. Its growing 
importance has given it a reputation and a fame 
which outstrips even Chicago, in respect to this 
peculiar class of manufactures, albeit it finds its 
greatest outlet and market here. 

Trade with Chicago naturally induces busi- 
ness acquaintance, and the latter in many in- 
stances has been followed by removals from 
to this city.

The flmi with 
which he was eu gaged reposing confidence in 
him. and discovering qualities well adapted 
to the vocation, constituted him occasionally 
their travelling agent, for the purpose of solic- 
iting pay ments and collecting debts dne the firm 
from country dealers. His friends at home re- 
joiced nt liis promotion and congratulated him 
upon bis success. All went smoothly and pros- 
perously. The family' of hi# inamorata received 
him gladly and looked with favor upon his suit. 
Neighborhood gossip regarded a marriage, 
bride's maids, wedding-cake, smile 3 , tears, lace, 
and dimity as a settled thing, for certainly 
‘ Barkis was willin’,” and noiinpcdimcnt seemed 
to stand in the way. In sober truth, he could 
have had the girl for the asking. 

This mode of procedure, however, did not 
suit the young gentleman. It was altogether 
too common- place; too much on the monoto- 
nous style of every -dav courtship and marriage. 
Ofher young men of his acquaintance had eloped 
vith one or two young ladies, and could boast 
the ruin of any number of the gentler sex and 
the demolition of ns many hearts, and why not 
he? To propose — to he referred to papa — to he 
accepted, and to he married with paternal bias- 
ings, when just about entering upon life! 
Pali ! The thought was horrible, and repulsed 
without o< remonv. How would it seem when 
former acquaintances took him by the hand and 
said: “Well, iny boy, I suppose wc must say 
good-by to you since you are quietly settled 
down in life.” Ah. an excitement must he 
wrought at all hazards — a sensation which lie 
could relate among a jolly crowd of compan- 
ions mnst be purchased, or he must become in 
their estimation a nonentit.v.

Rambling carelessly through the station house, 
Ids surprise may be Imagined upon finding one 
w hom he supposed was still patiently awaiting 
his return In Chicago. A hurried explanation 
revealed to him the circumstances of the case, 
as we have related them, and almost within 
the time it. requires to narrate it. the train upon 
the mam line had again started and the young 
eonplc w ere among its passengers. The con 
dm tor in making ms round, had a fare to col- 
lect which accident rather than design contri- 
buted to the treasury of the company. 

There ate few passengers in that Peoria train 
who wi.l soon forget the grief of the father at 
this second loss of bis child.

There is a septal to this history. We have 

told a “round, unvarnished tale,' which un- 
fortunately is an “over true” one.

And if perchance the record of suicides claims 
among its list yet another victim, let us hope 
that the author of her misery may yet feel the 
the scorpion touches of a guiltv conscience, if 
he docs not meet requital at the hands of the 
I law r . Thank heaven there is a hereafter, pre- 
sided over by a just and an impartial judge, and 
; he may be punished yet.

A Night in a Telegraph Office. — H aving 
I occasion a few' nights 6ince to do some tele- 
graphing. we called at the office of the United 
States Telegraph Company whose office is at the 
| southeast comer of Third and Chestnut. While 
awaiting an answer, we were politely invited 
by Mr. Laut Jones, one of the most experienced 
and talented operators attached to the telegraph 
corps, to accompany him on a visit Jo the op- 
erating-room and the battery- room, by which 
thought is made to fly. The whole minutiae 
was new r to us, aud we believe will prove so to 
a majority of our readers. Very few pause to 
consider by w'hat means telegraphing is done, 
or know' the vexatious care it has cost to bring 
it to its present perfection. Mr. Jones first 
showed us the battery, which consisted of sev- 
eral hundred cups, neatly and cleaulv kept, as 
well as arranged, in which the mysterious fluid 
is preserved, and which is the fuel or life of the 
whole concern. One person is detailed, whose 
business it is to see that these caps never lose 
their strength, or are failing in efficiency by con- 
stant use and age. He has his huge carboys at 
hand to administer a solution of the powerful 
liquid, by which the wires are stimulated and 
kept alive and hi readiness for the despatch of 
bntines*. 

RThc operating-room has some doz.cn of tables, 
at which was seated about tbat number of oper- 
ators, and there they were clacking away like 
so many looms driven by steam, and the only 
sound distinguishable to^us was click, click, 
clatter, clatter, clatter. Yet every tick and 
stop has its significance, and those at the tables 
were interpreting them with remarkable fidelity, 
accuracy, and speed. 

Standing in the centre of the room, surveying 
this busy hive, we were lost in admiration at 
the almost God-like achievements being accom- 
plished there with such miraculous skill. We 
were started from our reverie by Mr. Jones ex- 
claiming, and pointing to an instrument that 
we supposed disengaged: 

“There goes a message from Buffalo to a 
friend of vours in Washington.” 

“Indeed! Who?” was our reply. 

“To Charlie GralFen, correspondent. Wait 
and see what it says. It asks.” continued Mr. 
Jones, “whether lie is in the office, and the an- 
swer comes ticking back, ‘Yes.’” 

Thev then inquire whether lie has anything 
later from the front than that sent? 

“Ye?; will send it after a while.” 

“Now,” said Mr. Jone*, “I will break in and 
call Charlie, and tell him you are here.” 

As Mr. Jones sat down to the instrument and 
ticked away at the key, he informed us that the 
operator at Buffalo, Who had just made the in- 
quiry narrated above, was formerly chief oper- 
ator at General Lee’s headquarters, and one of 
flu* fa>test iu the United States. lie was a Vir- 
ginian, but had fined of rebel hard times, and 
had deserted and came with our lines. 

The answer to the information just sent by 
Mr. Jones was, “Who is in ihe office from the 
Mercury? ” 

Tlie names were given, and the reply was, 
“Tell them to come down here and sec how 
their paper sells, and put a stop to the boys 
charging fifteen cents for it.” 

Wc inquired of Charlie how he felt. 

“Sick as the mischief!” was the instantaneous 
and laconic reply. 

For one bait hour we kept up a running con- 
versation with t Iris favorite news paragraphist. 
He gave in a store of messages to deliver to his 
friends, and asked his friend Lant innumerable 
questions abont the working of the lines and 
general news 

“Wait,” said Mr. Jones:, “lie wants to know 
where Mr. A. J. Baldwin, our Superintendent, 
is." 

. Approaching another instrument, aud taking 
ascot. Mr. Jones was soon in communication 
with Pittsburg. His replv to his interrogatories 
was that Mr. Baldwin had left that city and was 
then tn route to Cincinnati, but expected to 
reach Philadelphia by Sunday. This informa- 
tion was sent to Washington, and O. K. was the 
reply in return. Mr. Baldwin, the superintend- 
ent, directs the largest telegraphic fine in this 
country. His headquarters are in New York; 
his residence in this city. He is not only a 
skilful electrician, but a most excellent busi- 
ness man, and, withal, an accomplished gentle- 
man, and by the way, wc learn he is an old 
tjpo. He superintends this vast fine with jeal- 
ous supervision, and gives it attention day and 
night. He travels thousands of miles annually, 
Journeying from Portland, Me., to Washington, 
on the South, aud Cincinnati on the West. Yet 
Mr. Jones says he has never heard him coin- 
plain or sh'ow any signs of weariness over his 
work, but is ever ready and willing to examine 
carefully any grievances that may be brought 
to his notice, and correct abuses wherever they 
may exist. 

Mr. Stover, the manager of the Boston, office 
came to the w ndow at which Mr. Jones was sit- 
ting, and in a few moments wc were introduced, 
and, would jou believe it we exchanged con- 
gratulations' such as used daily on the street 
amongst friends. “Glad to meet you,” was Mr. 
Stover’s reply. “Often sec your paper and 
would like to meet you.” Such was what wc 
witnessed and heard in a few hours’ stay in a 
telegraph office. Those who have never wit- 
nessed an; thing of the kind might very profita- 
bly spend an hour in witnessing what wc saw, 
but have faintly described. 

Ahoi.t Swf.ahixg. — There are many other in- 
teresting fields of inquiry opened up bv the law 
under which Scott aud Daniel Neale have been 
fined. For instance, does the object cursed 
make any different c ? Is the fine as -heavy for 
cursing a stubborn donkey as for cursing a fel- 
low-man ? Would the irascible old gentleman 
who bursts forth a’savage malediction upon the 
stone against which he has struck his gouty 
toe; would the heavy swell who curses the 
omnibus that has spattered his clean trousers 
with mud; would the fuddled youth who is try- 
ing to letiiimsclf in at fWo iu the morning, and 
breathes a lialf-artieulate curse upon thej key 
hole w hich won’t let him get the latch-key in; 
would the man w ho curses himself and the 
man who curses some other body — would all 
these be mulcted in tlie same amount, provided 
the formula employed were iu all cases the 
same? Would it make no difference that the 
malediction, if it could hurt a man, could 
certainly nut hurt a donkey ? 

Then there is the question of oaths uttered in 
one burst of passion, as distinguished from the 
same number of oaths uttered after successive 
intervals, admitting of reflection. Iu the Scott 
case, Mr. Justice Blackburn gave it as his opin- 
ion that “one big volley of oaths should be 
deemed only one offence.” And, morally, there 
Is certainly a grcaL difference between the two 
cases. Then there arc the compound oaths, 
like the oath that Redmond swore when under 
examination before a committee of the House 
of Commous. “It’s the sacred truth I’m spakia’,” 
he roared out, when the opposing counsel was 
questioning him strongly as to his veracity; “it’s 
the sacred truth I’m stakin’, by the sowl of 
Dan O’Connell, which is big, and your own 
sow], which is very little, my Lord!” Would 
this bi me inbred oath be counted as one or as 
two? Again, would a curse embracing the 
whole body entitle the blasphemer, without 
incurring any fresh penalties, to curse in detail 
the various parts of the aforesaid body, as, e. g , 
the eyes? on the principle that having paid 
(prospectively) lbr a curse on the* containing 
whole, lie is at liberty to curse at his leisure the 
contained parts, and, as Coleridge puts it, 
“charitably dispose of the fractional parts of 
liis opponent’s body and limbs to every con- 
ceivable and inconceivable place that ever 
Quevcdo dreamed of.” 

A still more important question, and one that 
brings the subject nearer home, remains. Does 
sw earing, when put in a genteel dress, come 
within the lett- r or the spirit of the law? Is 
“Bv George,” “By Jingo,” or “By the Holy 
Poker,” punishable under the act? Does tlie 
vivacious young lady, w ith her “Oh la!” her “O 
iii>!” and “Goodness gracious!” escape because 
the oath is left incomplete in expression? 
Strange, is it not, to see in what respectable 
houses blasphemy finds its way when it puts on 
its Kid gloves! Again, does putting a curse in 
tlie impersonal form exempt the blasphemer 
ft cm the penalties of the law? as when he cries: 
“Deuce take it!” “Hang it!” ' Confound it!” 
Then what of Mr. Muntalini and his genteel 
little “Demmit?” This, by the way, must surely 
have been the mild form of imprecation which 
the great duke alluded to. But Mr. Mantaliui 
suggests another question; for Mr. Mautalini, 
being a fiction, cannot possibly be brought be- 
fore the court to answer for any infringement of 
the law's of the country. Who, then, is to pay 
for Mr. Mantalini s profanity? Is Mr. Dick- 
ens? Or are noveLLts to be altogether exempt- 
ed except when speaking iu the lirst person? for 
if they are, what is there to prevent a man of 
profane tendencies to create a blasphemous 
character, give him a place in all his publica- 
tions. and through him as a mouthpiece send 
even thing and everybody to the deuce? and 
then, w hen challenged about it, to say: “O, 
that man is meant to be a blackguard. He 
represents a wicked class of people; but his 
vices arc not allowed to go unpunished. I have 
hanged him in the third volume.”
